Board Did 
‘An Injustice 


Effect of Ruling 
To Bring Review 
Of Previous Award 


| OTTAWA, Dec. 22—(CP)—An | 
"injustice" was done the railways’ 
in the Sept. 20 freight-rate deci- 
| sion of the Board of Transport | 
Commissioners, the Supreme | 
| Court of Canada ruled today. 

The high court issued an opin- | 
jon that the Board had failed to! 
| perform its duty when it defer- | 
red "final determination" of а! 
railway application for a 20-per- | 
cent rate increase until the royal | 
commission on transportation had | 
completed its work and the board | 
had finished certain rate studies | 
of its own. Тһе board granted ап 
eight-per-cent "interim" increase 
Sept. 20, which the railways have 
applied. 

Effect of the court ruling, while 
| it does not upset the Board's de- 
| cision, will be to bring about a 
review of the award by the trans- 
port comntissioners, who form the 
| government's regulatory body for 
the railroads. 

The board could rewrite its de- 
cision to leave the eight-per-cent | 
| increasé in effect; it could grant à | 
| larger increase, or it might reopen | 
the case.for the reception of more 
| evidence'by the railways and the | 


| provinces opposed to freight-rate 
boosts. 

A five-man panel of the court 
headed by Chief Justice Thibau- | 
deau Rinfret handed down a 
unanimous 3,600 word decision in 
the case, which was brought be- 
fore it by the Canadian Pacifie 
Railway. The Canadian National 
Railways, which had joined the 
CPR and other lines in the origi- 
nal application, did not pe«tici- 
pate in the appeal. 

Chief grounds for the CPR con- 
tention that the Board had failed | 
| in its statutory duty were declara- 
tions in the commissioners’ judg- 
ment that final determination of 
the rate case was being postponed 
pending the outcome of the cur- 
rent Royal Commission inquiry | 
into transportation and of certain | 
Fate studies being made by the | 
Board itself. 

Meanwhile, the railways were 
awarded the eight per cent as 
an “interim” increase. 

The Supreme Court judgment, 
written by Mr. Justice R. L. 
Kellock and concurred in by the 
other four justices, accepted the 
CPR view that the Board's in- 
dependent studjes and the Royal 
Commission proceedings were 
irrelevant to the 20-per-cent rate | 
case, 

“In my opinion,’ Mr. Justice 
Kelock - wrote, "if anything in- 
volved in these matters was rele- 
vant to a determination of the 
application of the railways, it was 
for the board itself to make its 
own determination, and it was 
not competent of the board to 
await the investigation of such 
matters by some other body or 
to the passing by Parliament of 
some future legislation with re- 
spect to them. Such a decision 
involves, in my opinion, a de- 
clining of jurisdiction."

OTTAWA, Dec. 22 (CP) « — | 
Sir Andrew Jones, head of the 
British Food Mission, is under- 
stood to have received an impor- 
tant signal giving him authority 
to negotiate for as much as $27,- 
000,000 worth of Canadian cheese 
in 1950, : 

This sum total amont of dol- 
lars the United Kingdom has set 
aside for purchase of cheese in 
North America next year, may all 
go to Canada if this country and 
the UK can agree on price. 

Previously, it was believed that 
only part of the money would 
be allocated to Canada with the 
remainder going to the United 
States. 

However as a result of discus- 
sions between Anglo-Canadian 
negotiators, Sir Andrew was un- 
derstood to have cabled the Brit- 
ish Ministry of Food, requesting 
authority to proceed on the basis 
of spending the entire $27,000,- 
000 in Canada if Canadian prices 
could be. trimmed to an agree- 
able level. 

Double Order 


This sum would be almost 
twice the amount of money the 
UK spent for cheese in Canada 
this year. The 1949 contract called 
for the shipment of 50,000,000 
pounds at 30 cents a pound. 

With this new authority in his 
hands, Sir Andrew is negotiat- 
ing both with the federal agricul- 
ture department and spokesmen 
for the cheese industry to bring 
Canadian prices down. 

: Sir Ahdrew із understood to be 
asking that the price be reduced 
to about 25 cents a pound. The 
agriculture department and the 
dairy industry are believed to be 
holding out for at least 27. 


John G. Morton, acting presi- 
dent of Local 524 IUE-CIO, an- 
nounced today that a vote will be 
laken to determine whether the 
IUE or the UE represents the 
workers at Leland Electric in 
Guelph. About 387 workers at 
Local 508 Guelph would be af- 
fected.

| Opposition to direct subsidy 
was  imbedded in difficulties 
which might arise in trying to 
sell Canadian eggs in the United | 
States market. | 

The U.S. could slap on а contra- 
vening duty on Canadian eggs up 
io the same amount as the sub- 
sidy. This defence against dümp- 
ing is allowed the U.S. Govern- 
ment under the U.S. Customs Act. | 

The Canadian Federation of | 
Agriculture and other producer: | 
spokesmen asked that the govern- 
ment support the price of eggs at 
46 cents a dozen. This price level 
is considered “far too high” by 
government dairy experts. It was 
“unrealistic and out of line with 
current demand.” 

The Trade Department now is 
attempting to find outlets in 
Switzerland and in Venezuela. 
Some eggs have already been 
shipped to those countries. How- 
ever, it did not appear likely that 
these countries would buy Cana- 
dian eggs to the same extent as 
did the U.K.

Philp, KC, in the 
trial of John S* Kidd, RR 1, War- | 
saw, charged with careless driv- 
ing after an accident Oct. 28 about 
6.15 p.m. in which Thaine Barker, 
47. of Hastings was killed. 

A report from the Attorney 
General's department of an ап- 
alysis of Barker's blood and urine 
indicated that Barker was intoxi- 
cated. Kidd also testified that he 
had been following Barker's panel 
truck about three miles and that 
Barker had been driving in an 
erratic manner. 

Defending Kidd, T. J. Carley, 
KC, said in his summing up that 
there was no evidence to show 
how the intoxication affected 
Barker except Kidd's testimony. 

The two vehicles collided while 
Kidd was attempting to pass 
Barker on Highway 7 about eight] 
miles east of Peterborough. Both 
apparently went out of control 
and Barker's truck crashed head 
on into a tree about 14 feet south 
of the highway in a shallow ditch. 
Kidd's car sideswiped another 
tree about 20 feet farther on. It 
was believed Barker's neck was 
broken. Kidd was uninjured. | 
Both men had been driving alone. 
Spectator's Statement | 

A witness for the prosecution, 
Edgar Roxborough, Toronto, testi- | 
fied he was travelling west on the | 
highway. | 

He said he topped a hill and 
saw Kidd's car, pulling out to pass 


ed his car from 40 to about 20 
miles an hour. 

Both vehicles came up the hill 
together and’ Kidd eased over to | 
give him room to pass through. | 
He told the court his attention 
was concentrated on getting past 
Kidd’s car, that he took no notice 
of the actions of Barker’s. 

He said when he got about 25 
feet past. the cars, he heard a 
crash. He stopped his car and 
was going to turn back, but Gor- 
don Hancock of Peterborough 
shouted to him to go to a nearby 
farm house and get help. | 
Travelling In Ditch : 

Mr. Hancock testified he had 
been trailing Roxborough some 
distance. As he came over the low 
hill he saw both Kidd's car and 
Barker's truck practically off the 
highway travelling along the 
ditch in a straight line {ог the 
two trees, He saw them crash and 
was able to stop his car just op- 
posite Barker's truck. 

He jumped out of his car and 
as he crossed \the highway he 
saw the brake lights of Roxbor- 
ough’s car on as it was stopping. 
He looked through the window 
of Barker's truck and saw Barker 
slumped over the steering wheel. 
He was unable to open the truck 
door. At this. point he shouted to 
Roxborough to go for help. 

Hancock was unable to open 
either door and was afraid to 
break a window for fear of in- 
juring the driver. 

Died As Door Opened 

He flagged down a truck and 
taking a crow bar from it, with 
the help of the trück occupants 
managed te pray opetn the right 
door. 

He said he could see Berhet) 
was badly injured and he thought 
Barker died just after they had 
opened the door. 

He told the court that Kidd 
seemed dazed and nervous. 

He said the tracks of the truck 
went back about 75 feet to the 
centre of the highway. 

Exact Evidence 

Magistrate Philp congratulated | 
Hancock for giving clear and| 
exact evidence | 

Constable George E. Henderson, 
who said he arrived at the acci- 
dent about half an hour after it 
took place, said he found Barker's 
body pinned between the front 
seat and the Instrument panel. 
Accused's Evidence 

The accused, Kidd, said he start- 
ed.to pass about 300 feet before 
the beginning of the solid white 
line. He said as he started to pass, 
Barker's truck had two wheels on 
the south shoulder. As he drew 
alongside Barker's car he did not 
change his direction, but he saw 
Barker's car coming back from 
the edge of the highway. 

He said his right rear fender 
and front left fender of Barker's 
truck collided about 50 feet be- 
yond, or east, of the beginning of 
the solid white centre line. He 
said after the accident he traced 
the track made by the truck back 
to а point one or two feet north 
of the solid white line. He said 
he guarded the mark, not allow- 
ing any of the considerable traffic 
to drive across the marks, until 
Corporal Lloyd McClure of the 
provincial police arrived aríd told 
him to get off the highway before 
he was killed.

The Japanese, with а very low 
standard of living and wages, сап 
ünderpridé thë British, and when its 
textile factories are fully revived, the 
éompetition will be unbearable, without 
quotas and duties, which, of course, the 
Outposts of Empire will be reluctant to 
impose, since they would be cutting off 
cheap sources of supplies. 

General Macarthur has already re- 
moved “floor” prices for all goods except 
silk, and on January 15% the Japanese 
Government will have secured from the 
American occupational authorities full 
control of exports, imports and the allo- 
cation of foreign exchange. British tex- 
tile mafiufacturérs are already antici- 
pating a return to 01а, Japanese trade 
tricks. Already some of the Japanesé 
stuff selling abroad is copied from Bri- 
tish designs, The trade mark, “Made in 
Britain” does not yet seem to have 
seen stamped on such Japanese goods.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 —(AP)

It scored some major victories. 
But it also took it on the nose. 

High among the victoriés were 
labor's pension and welfare im- 
provements won after some costly 
strikes, The C.1.0.s purge of 
Communists, and the new 75-cent 
minimum wage. 

Its biggest defeat was a political 
one, its failure to put over the 
drive to repeal the Federal Taft- 
Hartley Labor Law. There was no 
big round of pay boosts as in the 
earlier post-war yeats. Wage in- 
creases were small and spread 
around fairly thin. 

Strike idleness in 1949 ran 
about a quarter higher than in 
1947. It was about three es the 
pre-war average. But it was far 
Pe е the э strike year 
of 1946 

Тһе "year's worst labor crisis 
came in October and November 
with the twin -coal and steel 
strikes. 

Board Settlement 


A board named. by President 
Truman furnished the basis for 
the steel settlement. It recom- 
mented against any wage in- 
crease but suggested an em- 


ployer-financed . pension and in- 
surance program for steelworkers. 
This formula was adapted to 
mahy other- industries 
contract settlements. 

But the. steel industry апа 
Philip Murray, head of the СІ.О. 
and the steelworkers, were un- 
able to agree on the board plan 
Murray called a strike Oct. 1. 
Finally, Oct. 31, 
industry's major producers, Beth- 
lehem, signed up. One, by one 
other steel companies did the 
same. 

The steel settlement called for 
$100 monthly pensions for work- 
ers/reaching age 65 with 25 years 
of service. Steel firms agreed to 
pay the balance between the $100 
minimum amount and a worker's 
government social security pay- 
ments. Workers ànd employers 
agreed to share costs of a sickness 
and death insurance pian. 

Lasts 52 Days 


The coal strike lasted 52 days 
John L. Lewis, leader of the 
Miners’ Union, had called two 
shorter strikes earlier in the year 
This dispute continued as the year 
draws to a close. Lewis wanted a 
wage boost and a bigger welfare 
fund. 

Labor won a long-sought. goal 
when Congress boosted the mini- 
mum wage from 40 {о 75 cents in

L. and CIO. officials 
journeyed to London for the for- 
malion of the New World Labor 
Group in December.

Canada's navy in 1949 launched 
its iargest peacetime shipbuilding 
program, sailed its warships to 
the semi-tropics, the Far East and 
the Arctic, trained тоге than ever 
with the United States Navy and 
opened a big school for recruits. 

. But the year will go down in 
the Canadian Naval story chiefly 
bétause of a three-man commis- 
sion's report on а ser'es of sit- 
down strike "incidents" aboard 
three Navy ships. ' 

An historic document, it probed 
deeply into officer-man relations, 
found them wanting, found no 
adequate channels for grievances, 
found a widespread desire for 
greater “Canadianization” and a 
widespréad feeling that the Navy 
is stretched too far and too thin. 

The addition of Newfoundland 
as а 10th Province was an event 
of historic importance for the 
Navy, too. It gave Canada a major 
naval base at St. John’s, one of 
the vital ports in the winning of 
the Battle of the Atlantic in the 
Second World War.

Its ships figured in two towing 
operations and the Destroyer 
Haida saved 
U.S.A.F. plane crash from the 
turbulent Atlantic. The Destroyer 
Crescent, on short notice, sailed to 
war-torn China to stand by if 
Canadian nationals needed aid 
and was gone four months.

Estime is boldly staking his 
political future on the success of 
his picturesque little country's 
first international exposition. 

Some observers here predict its 
failure would set off a revolution 
such as drove his predecessor. 
Elie Lescot, out of the President's 
palace in 1046. 

This bicentennial exposition 
commemorates the 200th anniver- 
вагу of the founding of the рге- 
sent capital of the West Indies 
Island on which Columbus’ flag- 


ship, the Santa Maria, was wreck- 
ed early Christmas Day in 1492. 


Wants Dollars 

With this ambitious fair, the 
slim, intense, French-speaking 
Negro head of the World's First 
Negro Republic is aiming at two 
objectives:

equipmeri for the new diesels. 

From Lachine, Que., come the 
1,000 and 1,500 h.p. engines which 
power the big locomotives. These 
are сен by Dominion Engineer- 
ing W 

Montreal locomotive works 
builds the chassis, trucks, cabs 
and other parts and then as- 
semb;es the components into 
complete locomotives. 

Under full production on a re- 
gular basis, the new shop can 
turn out one locomotive each 
working day. 

Combined Effort 


Sir Frederick Carson, Execu- 
tive Vice President of Montreal 
Locomotives works said that the 
combine4 efforts of the three 
companles were necessary to pro- 
duce the new and complicated 
diesels. 

Behind the undertaking is a 
new era їп Canadian Railway 
"Transportation. Both the CNR 
and the CPR have announced they 

' will purchase only diesel-electrics 
from now om and smaller roads 
ere taking the same position. 

Canadian National now has 
some of the new Canadian diesels 
on order from the three com- 
panies, 

Production stages in the new 
shop runs the gamut from raw 
steel to finished locomotives. The 
shop itself is about 100 feet long. 
Sub-assemblies are manufactured 
in two bays leading into the main 
shop from adjoining machine 
shops. Three locomotives can be 
painted at one time in the paint 
shop. 

Two-way Assembly Line 

A unique feature is that the 
production flow for switching and 
road-switching locomotives can be 
reversed when the full capacity of 
the erecting ‘shop is required for 
final assembly of streamliner 
locomotives. Officials say use of 
this two-way assembly line can 
expand production with no in- 
crease in plant facilities.

4 Years Of Extensive Experiments 
Develop Bee-Breeding Technique 


GUELPH, Dec. 22 (CP)—After 
four years of intensive study and 
experiment, Ontario Agricultural 
College researchers can see some 
signs of success in a bee-breeding 
project aimed at.increasing honey 
production and improving pol- 
lination of farm crops. 

Main scene of the experiment is 
Pelee Island in Lake Erie which 
had no bee population when the 
research job began. Other work 
is carried out here at the O. A. C 
supervised. by Professor С.Е 
Townsend of the O.A.C. Depart- 
ment of Apiculture, the project 
has won international attentíon. 

The experiment got its start be- 
cause of a decrease in legume, a 
clover, acreage on Ontario farms 
which cut down the supply of 
nectar for honey · production 
That, in.its turn, brought a smal- 
ler bee population. Then fruit and 
other crops suffered because there 
weren't enough bees to do the 
pollinatíon job. 

Prof. Townsend says that in 1945 
beekeepers undertook an experi- 
ment on а private scale when they 
became convinced that the exist- 
ing strains of bees were not suit- 
able under the changed condi- 
tions. When they found the ex- 
periment too costly for their re- 
sources, i^ was taken over by the 
O.A.C. with support from the On- 
tario government. 

Those In Charge 

Arthur Bushell, an RC.A.F. 
veteran and O.A.C. graduate, first 
took up the Pelee job. On his 
death this fall he was succeeded 
by William Snyder of Brantford | 
The work here at O.A.C. is done 
by Morris Smith of Toronto. 

Its Jack of bees and its isolation 
were the reasons Pelee Island was 
picked for the experiment. It was 
felt that pure strains of various 
types could be raised without 
danger of inter-breeding. Two 
breeding stations were established 
seven miles apart and efforts were 
concentrated оп production of 
good Queens from various strains 
of Italian bees. 

Research as to hardiness, 
longevity and adaptability for 
pollination was carried on with 
selected bee stock here and on 
the island. Particular emphasis 
was placed on longevity because 
the active life of a bee lasts only 


| 


from three to four weeks. More 
than 1,000 Queens, showing im- 
provements in all these charac- 
teristics, were produced . in the 
first year. Some were shipped to 
beekeepers and others were used 
in the project. Now production 
runs" from 2,000 to 3,000 a year 
&nd each years Queens come 
closer to the objectives. 


2 Main Methods 


Professor Townsend says two 
main breeding methods were in 
use at the start of the experiment 
—cross-breeding and in-breeding, 
Tests showed that in-breeding 
would not produce the type of bee 
that was wanted so the work now 
centres on cross-breeding. 

It may take five to 10 years to 
get satisfactory results from the 
project—and it may take ever 
longer to develop the exact strain 
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of bees wanted. It is hoped even- 
tually % get three. main types of 
breeders — one.for Eeastern On- 
tario, one for Northern Ontario 
and one for Southwestern On- 
tario. 

The experiment has aroused in- 
ternational interest. Теп differ- 
ent countries have asked for stock 
and shipments have been made to 
England, Ireland, Holland, Argen- 
tina and New Zealand. Moreover, 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture in co-operation with 
the State of Ohio launched a 
similar project on Kelly's Island, 
south of Pelee.

Transport Board 
Ready To Hear 
Request On Rates 


OTTAWA, Dec. 23—(CP)—The 
Board of Transport Commission- 
ers said today И will hear further 
submissions from the Canadian 
railways in February on their ap- 
plication for a general 20-per- 
cent increase in railway freight 
rates. 

The announcement came the 
day after the Supreme Court of 
Canada handed down a judgment, 
expressing the opinion that the 
Board had failed in its duty by 
not making a final decision on the 
application when it awarded the 
railways an interim increase of 
eight per cent in September. 

The Board said it had received 
а request from the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company and the 
Railway Association of Canada for 
setting of a date when further 
submissions could be made on the 
application, originally filed in 
1948. 


Board Available 


In a statement, the Board an- 
nounced “it will be available in 
the first week of February, 1950, 
to hear such submissions.” 

The Board handed down а deci- 
sion in September, awarding the 
telilways an "interim" eight-per- 
cent general increase in rates, But 
it deferred final decision on the 
20-per-cent application pending 
the outcome of the Royal Com- 
mission Inquiry into transporta- 
tión and of its own independent 
general rate inquiry. 

The C.P,R. challenged the pro- 
cedure-- іп ~ the: Court 
which, in effect, directed а review 
of the decision. 

The High Court ruled that іп 
taking that course the Board had 
failed in its duty and caused an 
“injustice” to the railway. 


Britain Halts Talks 
On Hungarian Trade

tain has suspended trade and fi- 
nancial talks with Hungary be- 
cause that country refused to al- 
low a British consul-general to 
see a Briton arrested in Budapest 
as a spy. 

The foreign office announced 
today that the month-long talks 
were suspended last Monday. 

The Briton concerned is Edgar 
Sanders. Along with Robert C. 
Vogeler, an American, he was ar- 
rested in Budapest Nov. 22 on 
charges of espionage. Both Vog- 
eler and Sanders are offi ot 
the American-owned Internation- 
al Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, of New York. 

The request to see Sanders was 
refused formally Nov. 30 and oth- 
er—and more insistent requests — 
have been rejected since.

Archambault identified photo- 
graph of a cheque made out to 
the order of J. J. Charbonneau for 
$194.

American Press 

The leading editorial in the current 
issue of Saturday Evening Post (6 deyof- 
ed to indignation over what Presidènt 
Truman is saying about the Ametican 
press. President Truman has suggested 
that American newspapers are not as 
objective as théy should be in dealing | 
with the news, and he has uttered hard 
words against persons whom he describ- 
es as "broken-down reporters turned 
columnists, pollsters and misguided edi- 
tors". The Post and the American Soc- 
iety of Néwspaper Editors do not like 
this kind of talk, and they hint darkly 
that Mr. Truman may be trying to im- 
pose some kind of government-controll- 
ed press upon the great, free people of 
the U.S.A. 


Watched from the Canadian side of 


the border this dispute is just the thing 
to give us а jolly Christmas laugh. Presi- 
dent Truman does not like the Ameri- 
can press as & whole for the excellent 
reason that the press lambasted him 
unmercifully during his last presiden- 
tial campaign, and assured the public 
that he could not win. The newspapers, 
on the other hand, are angry with 
President Truman because he did win in 
such a spectacular manner that they 
looked like monkeys, and have not yet 
been able to explain' how it happened. 
As for the columnists, we share the 
President's low opinion of them. A res- 
ponsible, well-informed columnist is а 
valuable adjunct to any newspaper, but 
some of the most popular and powerful 
American columnists appear downright 
malignant in their attacks оп public 
men, and they seem to rate their own 
worth according to the number of libel 


suits they can provoke. 


We would not presume to suggest to 
the American press (with certain not- 
able exceptions) that it blow its nose, 
wipe its spectacles, fire some of its more 
unbalanced hired hands and get down to 
the basic journalistic business of trying 
to find out the news' and print it fairly. 
Nevertheless, if somebody else were to 
advise it in those words, we would be the 


first to cheer,

Stalin Peace Prize 
When Nobel, the inventor of dynamite, 


became perturbed at the belligerent uses 
to which dynamite was being put, he 
willed that part of his huge fortune 
amassed from dynamite should go to- 
ward an annual international Peace 
Prize. Dynamite has made for more 
bloody, if not more, wars. The Nobel 
Peace Prize might, through its endow- 
‘ment of peacemakers, mitigate though 
not fully counteract the perverted use of 
dynamite. 

Generalissimo Stalin has not invent- 
ed modern war, but he has had rather a 
large share in it, and in the war-mong- 
ering of the threatening post-war years. 
Is it as appropriate that there should be 
a Stalin Peace Prize as that there should 
be a Nobel Peaee Prize? 

The Supreme Soviet Praesidium, in- 
congruously or not, has established an 
International Stalin Peace Prize, of the 
present value of $20,000, in honour of 
their hero who celebrated his seven- 
tieth birthday last Tuesday. И is to be 
awarded annually on Stalin’s birthday. 


The non-Communist Christian world: 


may have no special reason for honour- 
ing Stalin’s birthday, but the approp- 
riateness of such a valuable prize for 
peacemakers being announced so near 
to the birthday of the Prince of Peace, 
and its award annually at the time 
when they are thinking of “peace on 
earth, good will to men”, must give them 
great satisfaction. 

Wars are not prevented by peace 
prizes; nevertheless, great, sincere work- 
ers for peace deserve high honour from 
this harried civilization, such honours as 
the Nobel ‘Prize or the Stalin Prize. We 
wonder who will be the first recipient of 
this international prize? We are willing 
to gamble that Truman will not be pre- 
ferred to Stalin when the committee 
makes its first decision. 


Hands Across The South Seas 


One achievement of U.N., with consid- 
erable help and pressure from the U.S.A., 
and Britain, has been the settlement of 
the war in Indonesia. The Dutch have 


had to come off their imperial high’ 


horse; the native Indonesians have had 

to accept less than they bargained for. 

The United States of Indonesia is now a 

state, nearly as independent on paper 

as Canada and other Commonwealth. 
countries are of Britain, yet bound to 

! The Netherlands by the Dutch Throne, 
and to Dutchmen &oc.ause of the In- 
donesian dependence on sound Dutch 
industrial, agricultural and trading en- 
terprises in the former Dutch East In- 
dian Empire. 

Last Saturday President Soeakarno 
was sworn into office as first President 
of the United States of Indonesia in the 
shabby capital city of Jogjakarta, in 
Java. The ceremony was conducted ac- 
cording to Moslem custom, in a red-and- 
gold pavilion of the sultan’s palace. 
Three thousand guests were seated in 
\ the great pavilion. President Soeakarno 
|declared himself a “servant of the 
people and not their master"; and ap- 
peáled to the world “to clasp hands with 
this newly-born country that wants to 
determine its own fate”. Premier 

| Mohamed Hatta of the Republic of In- 
donesia, the strongest of the fifteen 
federated states making up the United 
States of Indonesia, was in attendance. 

President Soeakarno has yet to choose 
his Cabinet and to set up full adminis- 
trative and legislative machinery to take 
over complete control from thé Dutch, 
which will be effected at the end of the 
year. 

Peace has not been fully restored to 
the Dutch East Indies, and within the 
borders of the new U.S. of I. there are 
many: problems, revolts, and divided 
loyalties. Once of the principal difficul- 
ties will be to control Communism and 
the 1,200,000 Chinese, the largest min- 
ority in this predominantly Moslem fed- 
eration. It will be many years before the 
Federation become in fact harmon-

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Russians Worry To Е 
IverSlice Birth of Stalin

eredi), years ago Stalin was 
born. Then the world was worry- 
ing itseM sick about a number of 
things—including the Rusians (al- 
though Disraeli thought he had 
dealt with them at thé Congress 
of Berlin only the year before). 
And seventy years from now the 
world: wil no doubt still be wor- 
rying, and very likely stíll about 
the Russians; there is certainly no 
reason to expect that Stalin's de- 
parture from the scene will lead 
to any fundamental change іп 
Soviet policy. His seveitieth 
birthday, however, is an occasion 
ing over his career and 
e his personal positio® 
especially as the birthday celebra- 
tions, organized on an unprece- 
dénted scale, are clearly intended 
to emphasize his lonely eminence, 
set above the rest of the Soviet 
hierarchy, with no obvious suc- 

cessor now in sight. 

He was not, of course, born as 
Stalin. At first he was Josef Vis- 
sarionovich Djugashvili, the son 
ot a Georgian cobbler. It was not 
until much later that he emerged 
аз Stalin, by which time һе had 
studied as a theological student in 
Tiflis, turned revolutionary, join- 
ed Lenin’s Bolsheviks, and writ- 
ten а treatise on the national 
minorities of the Tsarist Empire. 
In 1917, at the age of thirty-eight, 
he was translated overnight from 
subversive obscurity into being | 
one of the new rulers of the out- |

Many Things Happened 
The last even approximately 
hard news about the state of the 
Politburo goes back a long way— 
to before the death of Zhdanov, 
in August of last year. Since then 
many things have happened. 
Familiar faces have disappeared 
and new ones have come forward; 
but until the next Party Congress 
(if ever the Central Committee 
can agree sufficiently to hold ап- 
other) we shall not know even the 
full roll. of the various execu- 
tivé. committees, including the 
Politburo itself, which form the 
Government of Russia. АП 
know ір that these comings 
d goings must reflect severe in- 
ternal stress. Certainly the state 
of Soviet- economy, now in the 
midst of renewed difficulties, to 
say nothing of troubles with the 
satellites, the Yugoslav question, 
Germany, and the Marshall Plan, 
calis fof policy decisions even 
more radical and far-reaching 
than the immense questions 
which caused the bréak-up of the 
Old Bolshevik association. There 
is plenty of scope for quarrelling. 
At the time of Zhdanov's death 
the outstanding claimants for the 
succession were Molotov, then be- 
ing publicly presented as Stalin's 
first deputy; Zhdanov himself, 
whose long record of association 
with unfortunate enterprises had 
recently been crowned by his mis-

ject; and Malenkov, Stalin's own 
protege, whose swift rise to the 
top, coupled with his control of 
the party machine, made him look 
the likeliest of them all. 

Then Zhdanov died. Whether it 
was a natural or a state-assisted 
death nobody knows. He was a 
sick man, but he was also in seri- 
ous trouble. That was in August, 
1948. Ву- March of thís year a re- 
markable transformation had tak- 
en place. Voznesensky, the chief 
planner and most promising of the 
younger men, was sacked, and has 
not -been heard of since, Molotov 
and Mikoyan gave up their min- 
istries of foreign affairs and for- 
eign trade, though — for all we 
were told—retaining their mem- 
bership of the Politburo and their 
deputy premierships. Mikoyan, 
who had been the virtual eco- 
nomic dictator of the USSR, has 
since vanished altogether. Molo- 
tov, until that moment spot-light- 
ed as Stalin’s chief deputy, has 
remained completely in the back- 
ground, though he still appears 
on state occasions. Some say he 
is being kept in reserve; others 
that he is fighting the economic 
crisis, now blamed on Mikoyan 
and Voznessensky. 

But while Molotov has recedéd, 
nobody. has been pushed forward 
to take his place as heir apparent. 
Malenkov and Beria are to-da 
the two more important men in 
Russia after Stalin, with Malen- 
kov slightly ahead. He is 49; Beria 
is 55. Together, these two could 
take on any combination if Stalin 
died without appointing a suc- 
cessor. Opposed to one another, 
as Stalin and Trotsky were op- 
posed, they could split the gov- 
ernment wide open. 

They are supposed to get on 
well together and to be disliked 
by most of their colleagues, but 
nobody really knows. Both are 
toughs of the first order, but they 
seem to lack the fanatical ideolo- 
gical zeal of Zhdanov and the doc- 
trinaire logic of Molotov. 

Lesser Men Come 

Simultaneously with the shuffle 
among the great figures, and ob- 
viously connected with it, there 
has been а promotion of lesser 
men—notably .of the dark horse, 
Bulganin, who has come to the 
front as Minister of Defence. In 
the spring of this year, too, came 
the promotion of three leading 
industrial managers—the chiefs of 
steel, oil, and machine-tools—to 
be deputy premiers, a rank hith- 
erto reserved for members of the 
Politburo. Probably this new de- 
parture reflected Btalin's con- 
cern over the state of Soviet's in- 
dustry. It was certainly-not car- 
ried through without bitter resist- 
ance inside the Central. Commit- 
tee, which has strong views about 
keeping men of business in their 
proper place. 

АП this restlessness inside a 
machine which was supposed to 
have been given its final stream- 
lining at the last Party Congress 
in 1939 can be only the dimmest 
reflection of the battle' of. con- 
flicting policies апа ambitions 
going on behind the Kremlin 
walls, But it is quite enough to 
show that the Politburo, far from 
hardening into a fixed and һаг- 
monious hierdrchy, has declined 
even from its wartime unity and 
reverted to type. 

It suggests very strongly, also, 
that Stalin himself is having to 
work harder on his seventieth 
for his 
health. And, it encourages the 
belief that were he to die now the 
Soviet regime might find itself in 
serious difficulties. 

But that is not to say that the 
200,000,000 people of Russia would 
be any better off or any nearer to 
finding a happier way of govern- 
ment; or more likely to change 
the autocratic form of govern- 
ment they have now, and have 
had, under varying titles for the 
past 500 years.

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eeking Robot Saboteurs 
To Steer Guided Missles 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 —(AP) 
—Military scientists are consider- 
ing the possibility of planting ro- 
bot electronic “saboteurs” in an 
enemy city to steer a guided mis- 
sile to a target. 


A hint of this was contained in 
a pamphlet issued today,by the 
United States defence  depart- 
ment's research and development 
board. It is a new edition of the 
'glossary of guided missile térms.' 

The reference was tucked away 
in а technically-phrased discus- 
sion. of "semiactive homing guid- 
ance” in which a missile seeks out 
a target which has been “illumi- 
nated from a source other than 
the missile.” 

As untangled from such com- 
plex phrasing in explanation by 
one expert, this means that a mis- 
sile follows a radar beam from a | 
transmitter either located at, or 
pointed at, a city or factory. In 
the case of pointing, the radar 
beam is aimed at the target and 
reflected off at an angle. The! 
missible would “ride” the beam 
of this reflected radar impulse and 
then blast the target with an 
atomic or conventional warhead. 

The "suitcase" transmitter to) 
illuminate the target for the elec- 
tronic eyes of the approaching | 
missiles could be deposited by! 
agents. 


Have Variations 


However, variations of this plan 
also are possible, among them the 
use of a "Pathfinder" plane ‘to | 
fly high above. and beyond an 
enemy city. A whole fleet of mis- 
siles could be headed for the tar- 
get, following a radar beam sent 
back across the target by the| 
Pathfinder plane. 

Scientists are making progress 
toward development of missiles 
which will reach across oceans 
or continents, but there has been 
less progress toward attaining a 
missile -which could pin-point 
even a large city at those ranges. 
In the final phase of flight, a de-

vice to “home” the missile in to 
the exact target will be required. 

An indication of one line of 
research toward means of keep- 
ing a missile on course over dis- 
tances of several thousand miles 
was mentioned in the pamphlet’s 
discussion of ‘celestial naviga- 
tion” methods for guiding mis- 
siles. 

Using this method, the rocket 
is equipped with instruments 
which automatically read the 
stars, much as a sailor navigates 
a ship. The electronic brain uses 
the position of a star to control 
the course of the rocket.

Living Costs 


Set High 
Record In 1049 


By H. DENT HODGSON 

OTTAWA, Dec. 23 (CP)—The 
year 1949 wil] go down as the 
year the cost-of-living index hit 
its highest peak in history, bregk- 
ing the record established after 
the First World War. 

But it will also go down as the 
year when rising living costs af- 
ter the Second World War level- 
led off and hewed to the line for 
a better-than-12-month period. 

The living cost graph, which 
shot upwards alarmingly іп 1947 
and continued a steady increase 
in 1948, meved in 1949 not with 
jogs, but jiggles. During the year, 
it fluctuated only 3.2 points. 

This compared with gains of 
11.3 points in 1948 and 21.3 the 
previous year, when lifting of 
wartime price controls brought 
fears of inflation. 

And as the new year ap- 
proaches, the-index for November 
1—the latest date for which fig- 
ures are available—was 161.7, on- 
ly 2.1 points higher than last Jan. 


Canadians have some founda- 
tion for hope that the index will 
continue to hold the line, if not 
decrease. Although recent de- 
controls might be expected to 
boost it somewhat, the last three 
months for which figures are 
available showed a downward 
trend from the all-time high of 
162.8 last August 1. 


Food Cost Trend 


Fluctuations in the six divisions 
which go to make up the com- 
posite index showed only a few 
marked trends. Food costs 
dwindled in the early spring but 
quickly rose to an all-time high in 
August. 

Rents and clothing showed 
steady, but comparatively-minor 
increases. The miscellaneous di- 
vision, after a slight jump last 
January, remained fairly constant 
and the home furnishings and ser- 
vices division remained practical- 


ly unchanged. Fluctuations in the | 


fuel and lighting division were 
slight and featureless. 


The combined index, and the 
six indexes which comprise it, are 
figures based on the premise that 
average living costs between 1935 
and 1939 equal 100. The six di- 
visions are weighted according to 
the amount of the family dollar 
actually spent under the various 
classifications In those years. 

So, at the latest date, the main 
culprit in the “case of the shrink- 
ing dollar” wes food, with an in- 
dex of 203.3. Rent, at 123.9, was 
the least offender. The fuel and 
light index was 135.1, clothing 
183.7, home furnishings and зег- 
vices 167.4 and miscellaneous 
130.2. 

One reason the index is so high 
is that food plays the most impor- 
tant role іп the cost of living. The 
bureau of statistics, in compiling 
the combined index, gives food 
the weight of 31, or 31 per cent of 
the combined index. Rent is 
weighted 19, fuel and lighting six, 
clothing 12, home furnishings and 
services nine and miscellaneous

shows that each member acted in 
roughly the same way during the 
last three years—a big jump in 
1947, a further leap of about half 
this distance in 1948, and only in- 
significant changes this year. 
The food index this year has 


risen 1.1 points since last Jan. 1 
to 203.3. This means food costs 
just a little more than twice what 
it cost in 1935-39. Last year it 
In -1947 it rose 
86.7. 

Rents rose 2.2 points this year to 
123.9. The jump was slightly 
higher than the 1.8 points in 1948 
and compared with an increase of 
10.9 in 1947. 

Fuel and lighting index rose 5.1 
this year, 9.6 last year and 7.0 in 
1947. 

Clothing rose 1.8 this year, 20.7 
in 1948, and 29.7 the year before. 

The miscellaneous index climb- 
ed 3.6 points since last Jan. 1 
after a 4.0-point rise in 1948 and 
1.9 the previous year. 


Home furnishings and services 
rose only 0.4 points this year. The 
increase was 40 points in 1948 
and 7.9 in 1947.

— Early in the New Year, this 
capital city of British Columbia 
will become the 36th municipality 
іп Canada with a city-manager 
form of city government. 

At the civic elections Dec. 8 
eleciors in this city of 62,000 voted 
6,744 to 1,691 for a city manager. 
City Council promptly passed a 
by-law ratifying the, vote and 
calféd for applications for the job 
by Jan. 22. 

Victoria will be the first B. C 
city to have a city manager. Else- 

ere in Canada, the system is 
most popular ín Quebec where 30 
cities and towns һауе managers 
including the city of Quebec. New 
Brunswick has two, Saint John 
and Woodstock; Ontario two, 
Niagara Falls and Chatham; and 
Alberta one, Lethbridge. 

Latest available figures show 
771 cities in the United States 
with city managers. One of the 
largest is Cincinnati, a city of 
455,000, a pioneer in this form of 
city government under which the 
manger edministers policy laid 
down by council, 

The cempaign for a city mana- 
ger in Victoria began in 1926 
when voters rejected the system 
by 2,592 to 1,451. In 1938 the lat@ 
John Dean ran for mayor on a 
city-manager platform and met 
decisive defeat. Talk of a mana-

The city , manager will have 
power to select department heads 
subject to council approval; and 
to appoint, suspend or dismiss 
perinanent employees except dè- 
partment heads. He may resign or 
council may dismiss him but it 
must name a success. Не will 
manage the day-to-day business 
of the city, carrying out admini- 
strative policy laid down by the

Find Outlook 
Mixed One 
For Business 


By FORBES RHUDE y 
Canadian Press Business Edito: 

The current monthly review of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia finds 
the business outlook a mixed one. 

The cecord of the last year is 
favorable, but the current picture 
is less assuring, says the letter, 
and it may be that during the 
coming year the downward pres- 
sures will outweigh the sustain- 
ing influences. 

“Employment has stopped ris- 
ing and in the last few months 
has barely held at the previous 
year's level. Unemployment, 
though relatively. small, is sig- 
nificantly larger than а year 
earlier. 

Consumer spending -һав been 
levelling off; in some lines it has 
declined, but larger sales of auto- 
mobiles and household equipment 
has sustained the total, Capital 
investment has continued at a 
very high level, but in some di- 
rections it is slackening and re- 
duced activity іп some of the 
capital goods industries suggests 
a lessening demand for machinery 
and equipment. 

Feel Shortage 

“Ехрогіз to overseas countries, 
though supported in total by the 
highec value of wheat and base 
metal sales, have continued to 
reflect the dollar shortage and 
the associated trade restrictions. 

“Іп short, the trend of business 
has flattened out." 

The letter finds, however. that 
there is good reason to expect 
continuance for some time of a 
high level of capital investment 
in connection with resource de- 
velopment, housing, public utili- 
ties, roads, health, education and 
other municipal services. 
Dividends Up 

J. R. Timmins and Co. brok- 
ers, have made a compilatioh of 
dividend payments showing that 
shareholders of Canadian corpor. 
ations are receiving this year the 
largest total in their history. 

Payments aggregate $427,072,- 
307, an increase of $35,000,000 ov- 
er the previous peak year, 1948, 
and nearly $115.000,000 ahead of 
the pre-war high of 1936.

President Truman would not 
offer any opinion at his press 
conference Thursday on whether 
the three-day week was causing 
a fuel emergency. 

He reiterated that if an етеге 
gency develops he will take the 
necessary action to halt it—pre- 
sumably-by seeking an 80-day in- 
junction under the Taft-Hartiey 
Labor Act, which up to now he 
has avoided. 

Coal retailers insist that an 
emergency does exist right now. 
They report that they already 
have put voluntary rationing into 
effect to share-the short supply 
of bituminous coal available for 
home heating.

That was not an expressed con- 
clusion by Frank C. Paterson, ag- 
ríeultural representative in a con- 
versation with the Examiner yes- 
terday. It might, however, be a | 
summarized inference from some 
of his observations on rural 
changes in the last 50 years. 

Тһе question that was put to 
Mr. Paterson wag this: "What 
have been the most outstanding 
improvements in Ontario agricul- 
ture during the half century that 
is now ending?" 


~ "Well, that 1s a poser," he ге- 
plied, and gradualy took off into 
the kindred fields of science and 
chemistry, mechanics and agrono- 
my, husbandry and farm manage- 
ment, and various other branches 
of modern farming. 

They have all become irtegral 
parts of agriculture as it is prac- 
ticed today in this province, and 
when they have fitted together in- 
to the general picture of rural On- 
tario at the beginning of 1950, 
what hás been their principal ef- 
fect? 

The answer іс that-question-ap- 
pears to lead into the field of col- 
lective personality and psycholo- 
ЕУ. Today's farmer is no old man 
Ontario, the stock rustic figures of 
the newspaper cartoonists when 
they wished to quote him with 
telling words on some current 
public interest. He has disappear-

the draftsmen who conceived him. 

Mr. Paterson is unlikely to ob- 
ject to some liberties with his in- 
terview.

that word, even if ít has been out 
of use so long that our young 
generation of farmers have never 
heard in accent,of ridicule. 

"Rural Ontario always had lead- 
ers, and sound ones. Many of 
them were men who would be at 
home anywhere. But, they, were 
comparatively few as compared 
with our alert, informed and 
progressive farming people to- 
| day.” 

Obviously, Mr. Paterson meant 
that farmers generally have been 
acquiring the attitudes and the 
assurance and manners of urban- 
ity, And it has been a natural 
development, to such an extent 
that farmers are not conscious of 
it, They are just themselves in 
their new rüral setting so differ- 
ent from that of 1900 .

and mingle them with a city gath- 
ering, and I'll defy any city man 
to spot them as different." 

Mr. Paterson did not once men- 
tion the words personality апа 
psychology but his context fram- 
ed both of them. 

“1 can start right here in Peter- 
borough county and name scores 
of our progressive farmers who 
can go anywhere, business and 
social meetings, church and polit- 
ical conferences, provincial con- 
ventions ,and they'll hold up their 
end with intelligence, sound 
thinking, open minds and the 
graces of social custom." 

“Go over into Durham, and keep 
on in either direction, and you 
see the same fine type of farmer. 
That is the Mr. Rural Ontario of 
today, and he is so much like the 
rest of people in this country that 
the cartoonist can no longer dis- 
tinguish him from his fellow Can- 
adians, wherever they live, and 
whatever they do.” 

That is the Ontario farmer these 
last 50 years has produced, and | 
at that it is only a dim picture of | 
him, 

No Longer Isolated 


“The inventions of our time,” | 
Mr Paterson said, ‘have had a 
revolutionary effect on farm life 
and methods. The internal com- 
bustion engine that drives the 
automobile and the tractor, elec- 
tricity, paved roads, the telephone, 
radio—all, these refinements put 
an end to the isolation of the 
farmer in our own day, at least 
in mine. I know there are still 
some lagging behind, but that's 
their own fault. There are mighty 
few farmers shut off from their 
communities by winter conditions. 
Rural people realize that they | 
have to keep their roads open. So, 
in season and out, there is little 
isolation in this province." 

Here is another Paterson com- 
ment apart from the practical 
phases of farming. 


Proteins And Vitamins 


"Fifty years ago our people 
though and planned in terms of 
wheat and cattle and potatoes, 
things like that.

The Fulnesse Of Time: A Sermon 
Sermon- ^' Christmas have rather 
fallen out of fashion; preachers trust 


in the eloquence of music—not a mis- 
placed trust at Christmas with its 
wealth of carols—rather than in their 
own. But if tomorrow we could hear the 
passionate voice of Dr. Donne, Dean of 
St. Paul's from 1621 to his death іп 1631, 
we would gladly forego a few carols for 
his sensitive beauty of words, his vivid 
imagery, his metaphysical logic, and his 
oratory in the pulpit—"a Preacher in 
earnest, weeping sometimes for his 
Auditory, sometimes with them; alwaies 
preaching to himself like an Angel from 
a cloud, but in none; carrying some, as 
St. Paul was, to Heaven in holy raptures, 
and inticing others by a sacred art and 
Courtship to amend fheir lives", says 
Izaak Walton. 


It is perhaps not inappropriate this 
year, since Christmas falls on a Sunday, 
to allow ourself here in this space, a 
sermon from that throbbing voice of 
John Donne, poet and divine. We have 
chosen a sermon which he preached on 
Christmas Day, 1625, in 8%, Paul's Cath- 
edral, London. It is a rather long ser- 
mon, as most of his were, despite an 
earlier proposition which he analysed 
caustically—"Why Puritans make long 
sermons”, in which he decided it was 
their duty to preach ptm their congre- 
gation awoke. In selecting only three 
paragraphs from the middle of this 
Christmas Day sermon, we risk vitiating 
his thesis, and give small hint of his 
eloquence: 

"How much misery is presaged to us, 
when we come so generally weeping into 
the world, that, perchance in the whole 
body of history we reade but of one 
childe, Zoroaster that laughed at his 
birth: What miserable revolutions and 
changes, what downfals, what break- 
necks, and precipitations may we justly 
think our selves ordained to, if we con- 
sider that in our coming into this world 
out of our mothers womb, we doe not 
make account that a childe comes right, 
except it come with the head forward, 
and thereby prefigure that headlong 
falling ‘into calamities which it must 
suffer after? 

“Though therefore the dayes of the 
Martyrs, which are for our example cele- 
brated in the Christian Church, be or- 
dinarily called natalitia Martyrum, the 
birth-day of the Martyrs, yet that is not 
intended of their birth in this world, 
but of their birth in the next; when, by 
death their soules were new delivered of 
their prisons here, and they newly born 
into the kingdome of heaven; that day, 
upon that reason, the day of their death 
was called their birthday and celebrated 
in the Church by that name. 

“Onely to Christ Jesus, the fulnesse 
of time was at his birth; not because he 
also had not. a painful life to passe 
through, but because the work of our 
redemption was an intire work, and all 
that Christ said, or did, or suffered, 
concurred to our salvation, as well his 
mothers swathing him in little clouts, 
as Josephs shrowding him in а funerall 
sheete; as well his cold lying in the 
Manger, as né cold dying upon the 
Crosse; as well the puer natus, аз the 
consummatum est; a$ well his birth, as 
his death is said to have been the ful- 
nesses of time.”

Year Of Change 


Brings New Men 
To Ottawa Posts

OTTAWA, Dec. 24 — (CP) — 
It has béen a year of changes on 
Parliament Hill. Four of Canada's 
leading public servants resigned 
and 17 senators were appointed. 
The year was marked too by a 
shift among the men who run the 
government departments. 

Gordon Eradley became New- 
foundland's first cabinet repre- 
sentative on his appointment as 
secretary of state. 

Colin Gibson left his post as 
state secretary to take over the 
portfolio of mines and resources, 
replacing James MacKinnon who 
remained in the cabinet witbout 
portfolio as Alberta's representa- 
tive. 

Edouard Rinfret became post- 
master-general and Hughes La- 
pointe was appointed solicitor- 
general, succeeding Joseph Jean 
and Ernest Bertrand who became 
Quebec judges. 

Appointment of Mr. MacKinnon 
to the Senate gave him a dual 
job. British«Columbia's Tom Reid 
and Quebec's former premier, 
Adelard Godbout, were other sen- 
ate appointees, leaving 10 vacan- 
cles at the year's end. Lopsided 
standing was 77 Liberals and 15 
Progressive Conservatives. 

Four of the vacancies were in 
Newfoundland, two each in Nova 
Scotia and Ontario and one in 
B.C. and New Brunswick. 

The lengthy fall session of par- 
Mament added a portfólio to the 
cabinet by scrapping réconstruc- 
tion and supply, апа mines and 
resources—substituting citizenship 
and immigration, mines and tech- 
nical $urveys, and resources and 
development.

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Except for Mink Prices A 


Right for New 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 

NEW YORK—(AP)—If the 
lady isn't mink-mad—and she 
probably is—this is a wonderful 
time to buy her that fur coat. 

Prices generally are way: down. 
Retailers are marking down prices 
and advertising bargains in an ef- 
fort to move merchandise. Except 
for the mink, broadtail and chin- 
chilla specialists, the fur business 
quite frankly is in a bad sluinp. 

The pinch is being felt where it 
hurts the most—in the popular 
and moderate price brackets, $100 
to $1,000. Except for a fraction 
of business—10 per cent at the 
outside, the fur business eats or 
starves ón its traffic in muskrat, 
Persian lamb (the two best sell- 
squirrel, raccoon, 
leopard and all the wide variety 
of cheaper furs like mouton, rab- 
bit and others. 

While retailers are loathe to 
call further attention to the situ- 
ation by discussing it, manufac- 
turing furriers, dealers and pro- 
cessers here in the nation’s fur 
processing centre feel that the ex- 
planation for bad business is quite 
simple. 

“The cost of living is high, loose 
money isn’t loose any more, and 
people just don’t have enough 
money left over from food and 
rent to spend on a fur coat,” said 
Morris Gordon, a manufacturer 
whose opinion was echoed by a 
number of others. 

The manufacturers.think that 
potential customers are keeping 
their purses locked to see if prices 
don't drop further, hoping that if 
they wait long enough maybe they 
can pick up a mink coat for the 
price they intended to pay for a 
sheared beaver.

“Mink, mink,” exclaimed one 
manufacturer, “all the women 
| want is mink!” 

Mink Prices High 

As а matter òf fact, prices of 
mink skins broke along with other 
pelts several months ago. They 
slipped off some 25 per cent. But 
with increasing demand for the 
skins, the price has bounced back 
and even passed the old high. The 
first fail auction prices were 25 
per cent higher than in 1948. = 

“Mink raisers figured they 
couldn't make any morrey on their 
skins, so they cut down on the 
numbers they were raising" a 
manufacturer explained. “Зо now 
they are in scarce supply and most 
of us could use twice the number 
we are getting." 

A Fifth Avenue retailer, tear- 
ing his hair over the lack 


of cus- 
of cus 
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tomers in hís budget and middle- 
priced salons, said people who are 
in the broadtail chinchilla and 
mink brackets are paying higher 
prices for luxury furs without 
quibbling. - 

"I swear it’s easier to sell a 
$10,000 coat today than to get a 
$500 muskrat out of stock,” he 
mourned. 

Many factors enter into the 
making of a fur coat besides the 
cost of skins. Labor costs are 
high, because it is still a hand- 
craft and tightly unionized. Pro- 
cessing the furs and dyeing them 
costs money. Retail mark-ups run 
about the same as on other cloth- 
ing. у 

The.Asociated Fur Manufactur- 
ers, representing firms which 
make about 85 per cent of the па- 
tion's new fur coats, says that 
compared to last year's prices, 
muskrat has dropped 30 per cent, . 
beaver 25 per cent, and sheared 
raccoon between 15 and 20.

Boarding House 
Plan Aids 
Mental Patients 


The excellent work being done 
by a former Peterborough woman 
in helping rehabilitate the men- 
tally ill has been related in an 
article -by Lex Schrag of the 
Globe and Mail. 

She is a lively psychiatric 
nurse, Mrs. Doris Holliday, the 
former Doris Donley of Peterbor- 
ough. A graduate of Kingston 
hospital, she took a post graduate 
course at Whitby. At the present 


| she is in charge of the rehabilita- 


tion of patients leaving the On- 
tario Hospital at Whitby. 

Mrs. Holliday’s principal work 
is finding suitable boarding hous- 
es throughout the province where 
kindly families will help guide 
the mentally ill person on the 
last Тар of the road back to nor- 
malcy. 

Dr. С. Н. Stevenson, now su- 
perin.endent of the Ontario Hos- 
pital at London, started the board- 
ing-house method of rehabilita- 
tion back in 1933. Since then more 
than 1,200 patients have been dis- 
charged after spending some time 
in one of these private homes 
Proved Scheme Would Work 


After starting this unorthodox 
treatment Dr. venson handed 
charge of it over to" Mrs. Holliday 
In the first year she found board- 
ing homes for 83 patients. 

Despite considerable opposition 


| Nurse Holliday gave ample evi- 


dence that her scheme would 
work. In brief, the theory behind 
this approach was that recovery 
from mental illnesses ‘could be 
facilitated by a judicious placing 
of the patients in temporary 
homes 


both patient and residents of the 
home are well matched. 

There are now 105 patients — 
45 men and 60 women — being 
cared for by such hostesses. In 
addition she is the counsellor and 
friend of 35 “probationers.” These 
are men and women recovered 
sufficiently from. their mental 
illness to look after themselves 
subject only to occasional check- 
ing and the quiet observation of 
counsellors. 

Would Like More Hostesses 


Although there are 52 hostesses 
on Mrs. Holliday’s lists she wishes 
there were many more. Extra 
kindness and consideration in a 
normal home where the patient 
will be accepted unreservedly are 
in great demand. 


The hospital pays $8.50 a week 
board and finds the costs of cloth- 
ing, medical, dental and psychia- 
tric attention. If they are old age 
pensioners the patients are de 
ducted 1.50 a week and this extra 
is passed on to the hostess. 

If they are able to hold regular 
positions the patients pay normal 
room and; board. Should they 
share a room this usually comes 
to about $12,

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Bargaining Vote 
To Be Taken 
M Cobouro Plant 


Cobourg workers, employees of 
the CGF plant there, will be 
given an opportunity early in the 
new year to decide whether they 
want the UE o: the IUE-CIO to be 
their certified bargalning agent. 

Recently the OLRB had a hear- 
ing when the IUE applied for 
certification. As a result the 
OLRB has called an election for 
sometime in the near future. 
About 160 workers would be af- 
fected. 

It was the second such an= 
nouncement in the same day. 
Previously the information was 
released that an election wou!d 
be held at Leland Electric in 
Guelph where there are 387 em- 
plovees. 

These will be the first two 
testing grounds for the rival 
claimants, the UE and the IUE. 
The former is at present the le- 
gal bargaining agent іп both 
plants. 

(The UE was expelled from the 
CIO on the grounds its was com- 
munist-dominated. Тһе Cana- 
dian Congress of Labor (CCL), 
the CIO affiliate in this country, 
recently followed suit charging 
non payment of dues.) 

The Cobourg works will be the 
first in the CGE chain to have 
an election. And it will be watch- 
ed with interest by the other 
plants in Toronto and Peterbor- 
ough. 

“This will prove to CGE work- 
ers in Peterborough the falsity of 
Jackson's statement that the TUE- 
CIO couldn't possibly get bar- 
gaining rights for CGE workers,” 
John G. Morton. acting president 
of Local 524 TUE-CIO, told the 
Examiner today. 

“The Cobourg workers are un- 
der the master contract. the same 
as Peterborough workers,” he 
sáid, "and once Local 524 TUE fs 
certified the IUE will lso attain 
bargaining rights for Peterbor- 
ough.” 

Policy of the IUE will be to 
maintain a master contract for 
all CGE plants,” he said.

Snow Averts 
Flood Danger 


LONDON, Ont., Dec. 24 (CP). 
—Cold weather and snow, bring- 
ing to an end several days of 
rain, averted the most serious 
winter flood threat seen in Wes- 
tern Ontario in several years. 
Many districts were still feeling 
the effects of the long rains after 
flood waters had begun to re- 
cede. 

In the Centreville area, east of 
Ingersoll, the south side of the 
Thàmes channel was eroded by 
the swollen stream and threat- 
ed to undermine 500 tons of rock. 
The water was reported within 
six feet of the Canadian Paciff: 
Railway, Ingersoll- Woodstock- 
Tillsonburg’ line. 

Twenty trucks labored through 
the day carrying stone to har- 
ness the rampaging channel, as 
all available help was pressed 
into service. The danger was 
reported averted Friday night. 

Many centres in Western On- 
tario suffered flooded cellars and 
low-lying lands were inundated 
along the Thames and the Grand 
Rivers and their tributaries be- 
fore the flood threat was ended. 

Walkerton was among the 
hardest-hit communities in Wes- 
tern Ontario. 
the town were surrounded by the 
overflow from the Saugeen River. 

Тһе peak of the flood was 
reached at 6 a.m. Friday when 
the Saugeen rose 8 feet 2 inches 
above normal.' It held this level 
until 11 ат, when it began to 
recede. 

Several manufacturing plants 
were forced to close down, but 
hope to resume operations on 
Tuesday.

Prices Board spokesman indicat- 
ed today. 

He was commenting on the 
boost of 32% cents a 100-pound 
bag in the price of sugar sold to 
the wholesaler by Eastern Canada 
Sugar Refineries. It brings the 
price to $8.21%. 

he spokesman said the ques- 
lon of the increase had. been re- 
tently discussed with Sugar Con- 
froller S. R. Noble of Montreal 
and there was no government ob- 
jection to the proposed increase.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27—(AP)—Dr. Albert Einstein, whose 
theory of relativity helped open up the whole vast field of 
atomic research, has put forward an even more sensational 


theory. He calls it “a general- 
ized theory of gravitation.” It 
{s a mathematical description 
of the mystery of gravity—the 
common force that keeps our feet 


on the floor and rules the move- 
ents of the stars. It it can be

highest scientific achievement of 
all time. 

It would explain every physical 
motion in the universe, from the 
inside of an atom to the enormous 
galaxies of outer space. 

It would crown the life work of 
Einstein, who has spent the last 
half of his 70 years looking for 
the answer to this ultimate prob- 
lem, known to science as the 
"unified field theory." 

It was revealed here yesterday

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 27—(AP)—Queen Juliana of the Netherlands today proclaimed self- 
government for 77,000,000 Indonesians in a simple.palace ceremony that ended 347 years 
of Dutch rule over the rich Pacific Isles of the West Indies. With her signature, the United 
States of Indonesia officially became a sovereign republic. The ceremony also marked the 
beginning of the Dutch-Indonesian Union which the two countries will be loosely linked 


under the Dutch crown. On 
the other side of the world, 
Indonesians celebrated the in- 
dependence for which they 
fought four years of sparodic 
guerilla warfare. U.S.I. leaders 
took over control of the Indon- 
esian capital of Batavia, Java, 
from Dutch troops.

Discover Man 22 
Lying In Snow

SUDBURY, Dec. 27.—(CP).— 
А 39 year old Indian woman from 
West Bay on Manitoulin Island, is 
in jail here, charged with murder 
in the slaying of Michael Wasse- 
gizik who died after a beating at 
South Bay Christmas morning. 

The woman, Mrs. Charlotte De- 
bassige, was arrested Monday 
night on the island and brought 
here by provincial police. 

The body of the 22-year-old 
Wassegizik was found in a pool ot 
blood Sunday morning outside the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Simone 
Megwans, Police said he had been 
kicked and beaten. Blood poured 
from two holes in his head. 

Police said that most of the re- 
sidents of West Bay, an Ottawa 
Indian reserve on Manitoulin, at- 
tended Christmas midnight mass, 
Later they gathered at the com- 
munity's store to exchange Christ- 
mas greetings. Wassegizik came 
to the store about 2.30 a.m. and 
left shortly after for the Megwane 
home. It is believed he received 
the: fatal beating around 6 a.m. 


Hears of Fight 


Ivan Paul, chief constable on 
the Reserve, received a report of 
a fight. When һе went to investi- 
gate, he found Wassegizik lying 
face down in the snow. He called 
Dr. J. M. McQuay of Mindemdya. 

Police said they learned that a 
birthday party followed mjdnight 
mass,  Peréóns attending the 
party told police that an alterca- 
tion developed but they were 
hazy on detalis. 

Mrs, Debassige із the mother of 
six sons, ranging іп age from four 
to 18 years. She and Wassegizik 
are said to have been friendly for 
some years.

MacArthur Denies 
Any Records 
Of Germ War Tests 


LONDON, Dec. 27,.—(AP).—Ra- 
dio Moscow said today that Jap- 
ancase on trial for war crimes in 
Sibetia admitted using American 
war prisoners as human guinea 
pigs in germ warfare tests, 

Іп a trial of 12 Japanese army 
officers, the radio broadcast said, 
some of the defendants asserted 
these experiments with deadly 
plague, cholera and other germs 
were in preparation for launching 
germ-bomb attacks on the United 
States and Britain during the Sec- 
ond World War. 

One defendant, Gen. Otozoo Ya- 
mada, former commander of the 
Japanese Kwantung army in 
Manchuria, was said to have tes- 
tified that germ experiments on 
prisoners were aimed primarily 
for use ih the Soviet Union the 
Mongolian People's Republic and 
China іп addition to the U.S. and 
Britain. 

According to reported testi- 
mony by Tomio Karasawa, second 
defendant to appear before the 
court, lethal germs were used by 
the Japanese  army's top-secret 
germ warfare branch "to ascertain 
the degree of vulnerability of the 
American army to different com- 
bat infections.” 

Has No Record 


(In Tokyo, Gen. MacArthur's 
headquarters said there are no re- 
cords of the Japanese having ex- 
perimented with germs on Атегі- 
can prisoners. As far as head- 
quarters knew the Japanese had 
never been accused by any of the 
Americans held at Mukden, scene 
of the alleged experiment, of us- 
ing them as germ-warfare guinea 
pigs. 

(Old U.S. army intelligence re- 
ports in 1946, however, disclosed 
that the Japanese had conducted 
germ-weapon experiments on ani- 
mals, but there. was no evidence 
they ever had used human beings 
or ever had used weapons in ac- 
tual warfare. 

(Some observers  belleve the 
trial is being used by Russia as 
an answer to recent Japanese and 
American occupation demands for 
the release of Japanese war pris- 
oners she із still holding. Russia 
claims to be holding 10,000 Jap- 
— war criminals, but Јар- 
anese and U.S. estimates place 
the figure at nearly 350,000.) 

All 12 defendants pleaded guilty 
to charges of preparing and using 
bacteriological warfare, the Soviet 
press and radio reported. 

Big Scale-Plans 

Yamada was quoted by the ra- 
dio as saying he took all measures 
to assure that the germ-producing 
units were ready to launch germ 
warfare on a large scale.

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he was connected ‘with a germ- 
warfare unit at Anta Station, 
Manchuria, human beings were 
lashed to posts on the firing 
grounds there and subjected to 
bombardment by electrically-de- 
tonated germ bombs which spread 
anthrax (fatal to cattle and some- 
times to men). He is said to have 
declared that nearly all of the 
human guinea pigs died from the 
disease.

In an effort to ascertain the opinion 
of Canadians in general on this subject, 
The Financial Post recently questioned 
a number of men and women in various 
communities ranging from Halifax, N.S., 
to New Westminster, B.C. The question 
was: To ease property taxes and in- 
crease efficiency what municipal servic- 
es Could be reduced, eliminated or trans- 
ferred to another authority?

The replies showed wide diversity of 
opinion on the subject among the per- 
sons who answered, which may be an ac- 
curate reflection of Canadian thinking 
on the subject. A majority of those an- 
swering however, agreed on one point: 
Federal and provincial governments 
should assume a greater share of 
the cost of certain services. There 
was. no comparable degree of un- 
animity on any other single point 
in the replies, although several fav- 
oured taxation of both provincial 
and Federal property at the same 
rate as property owned by private citi- 
zens, or equivalent payments in lieu fo 
taxes.

County Line Highway? 

Reeve Melville Johnston of North 
Monaghan urged upon the Minister of 
Highways, visiting the district early 
last week, that the Province take over 
the old road running. north from High- 
way 28 (at Scott's Corners, five miles out 
of ‘the city), to Highway 7 (at Fowler’s 
Corners, about seven miles out. The 
Reeve. would have this old country 
boundary road incorporated into the 
Provincial highway system. 

The proposal looks better on the map 
than it does on the ground. It would be 
a convenient short link between the two 
highways. I6 would, of course, by-pass 
Peterborough. The advantages fade 
when the route is seen as it exists, It 
passés through one end of the Cavan 
swamp and Cavan and Monaghan find 
it difficult to keep in conditjon. It 
is оїйу once rémoved from the corduroy 
road it used to be. Reeve Johnston per- 
haps is more concerned with being re- 
lieved of the expense of maintaining 
this difficult short piece of road than 
with its ever being à feasible highway of 


much convenience to any goodly number 
of people. У 

Actually, if а new link between High- 
way 1 and 28 were needed, the present 
good "Middle Road of Cavan", farther 
west, might be more practical. 

This matter of turning the old bound- 
ary road into a highway has come up 
many times. It 1s likely to be broached 
quite a few other times, and over many 
years, before anything is'doné about it. 
The present probability of the Province's 
spending а small fortune on that short 
stretch of road is not great, therefore 
Peterborough City Council need not 
bother itself unduly now with the ques- 
tion of whether such a highway link 
would be beneficial or detrimental to 
Peterborough’s interests. 


Who Gives Peterborough Its 
Coat Of Arms? 


Our readerS’will have seen in our news 
columns that the City Clerk is in com- 
munication with the College of Heralds 
їп London about the city's new coat-of- 
arms, the appearance of which will be 
& párt of the celebrations of Peterbor- 
ough's centenary year. Some people may 
wonder who these heralds are, and what 
their title is to give assistance in such a 
matter. ' , 

The College of Heralds is composed of 
а group of men who are learned іп the 
sclence of heraldry, and who have a 
royal warrant which empowers them to 
grant  coats-or-arms to persons and 
bodies desiring them and having some 
right to them; they have held this war- 
rant since the reign of Richard III; 
there were heralds before that, of 
course, but the College dates from that 
time. The College is not maintained by 
the British Government or by the King; 
it keeps itself from the fees which are 
paid to it. The officials of the College 
have resounding titles, the chief being 
the Garter Principal King of Arms, with 
the Clarenceaux King of Arms and the 
Norroy King of Arms as his principal 
colleagues. In addition there are six 
Heralds, named Windsor, Chester, Rich- 
mond, Somerset, York and Lancaster, 
and four Pursuivants, bearing the titles 
Rouge Croix, Bluemantle, Rouge Dragon 
and Portcullis. It is with the Chester 
Herald that Peterborough is in com- 
munication at the moment. In spite of 
their magnificent medieval titles these 
gentlemen are comparatively harmless 
scholars, and very pleasant іп their 
dealings with the public. 

The coat-of-arms which Peterborough 
will receive will be registered at the 
College as the exclusive possession of 
this city, and it will be ilfegal for any 
copy or imitation of it to be used else- 
where. It will-provide a handsome and 
distinctive ornament which we hope will 
be used in the decoration of the new 
City Hall, and which might with pro- 
priety be used in many other places in 
the city, as well.

Every Monday newspapers print 
an account of the accidents of the week- 
end, and? these range from comparative- 
ly slight troubles to injuries and violent 
deaths. An average weekend in Ontario 
brings six or seven deaths, twice as 
many injuries, and several thousand 
dollars worth of damage to property. Is 
it any wonder that insurance rates are 
going up? The drivers, in the long run, 
set the rate themselves. 
+ The provincial governments must also 
share the.blame for the increase. In 
spite of the urgent insistence of the 
newspapers and other interested agen- 
cies, they persist in a policy which lic- 
enses people to drive who have no right 
to drive, and once a-driver's license has 
been issued no further responsibility is 
бакеп by the government to check the 
efficiency of the driver. Similarly, aged 
and dangerous cars are licensed with- 
out regard for the trouble which they 
may cause on the highways. 

Finally, we think that the courts have 
something. to roh eai The sentences 
given in cases which involve dangerous 
driving are all too often inadequate to 
the seriousness of the offence. And ре- 
cause of the difficulties of proving such 
charges, the police are discouraged from 
bringing charges of drunken driving 


.against drivers who have offended іп 


this way. 

A reconsideration of our licensing 
system for drivers and cars, and our laws 
for dealing with driving offences, is 
long overdue.

Their 10,000- 
foot average depth is packed with 
fast multiplying organic creat- 
ures, most of them edible " 

Dr. Hass said several species 
are not considered edible because 
they are.not palatable to man's 
taste. But fish: can be trans- 
formed, he said. Не envisions 
in a near future "floating fish 
factories," similar to those for 
whales, which would take partly 
processed fish to land plants 

Sharks, Dr. Hass sald, deserve 
more attention from dietitians.

Little Hope of Any Cuts 
In Prices of US Liquor

NEW. YORK, Dec. 27—(AP) — 
Normal lively competition re- 
turned to the United States dis- 
tillery industry in 1949. But it 
brought few liquor prices reduc- 
tions and the whisky-makers see 
little hope of more cuts in the 
New Year, `

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Sweden Taking | 


Big Step 
In Free Trade 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 27—(CP) 
—Sweden is taking a big step 
toward world free trade and in- 
creased prosperity for her people 
by opening better markets for 
foreign exporiers. 

During the new year, the Soc- 
jalist government will free 60 per 
cent. of all imports from Marshall 
Plan countries and non-Scandin- 
avian sterling countries. Foreign 
business men jn those countries 
will be able to sell Sweden 1,532,- 
000,000 crowns (about $341,000,- 
000) of goods during 1950, 

The free-trade decision follows 
a recent meeting at Paris at which 
ап Marshall-Plan countries 
agreed io take restrictions off at 
least one-half of their total trade 
with each other, Sweden's in- 
creasing stocks of gold and for- 
eign currencies allowed her to 
add the extra 10 per cent. 

In accordance with the agree- 
ment the government has divided 
Marshall imports into three 
classes: Of the total 1,532,000,000 
crowns freed, almost two-thirds 
will be spent on "finished goods" 
—which covers a wide range of 
products—one-third of raw mat- 
erials апа the remaining 100,- 
000,000 crowns of foodstuffs.

TORONTO, Dec. 28.—A ` de- 
crease of $100,000,000 in the value 
of farm production іп Ontario 
for 1950 was predicted Tuesday 


| by Agriculture Minister Kennedy. 


With farmers having to pay more 
for the things they have to buy 
and getting less for the products 
they sell, they'll curtail produc- 
tion to that extent, he explained. 

Farmers will raise fewer chick- | 
ens, which means there will be, 
fewer eggs and there will be few- 
er hogs," he declared, "There may 
also be smaller crops of tomatoes 
and other canning vegetabes. 

As an example of the trend 
Mr. Kennedy picked-on eggs. It 
costs a farmer 41 cenis a dozen 
to produce eggs, not considering 
labor costs. Last week the farmer 
received only 25 cents а dozen іп 
some areas. 

Ап increase of the price of bas. 
kets from 7% cents to 15 cents 
will discourage the fruit farmer, 
he added. 

There has been no estimate as 
to the over-all value of farm pro- 
ducts in the province this year. In 
1948, it was estimated at more 
than $1,000,000,000. The value о! 
field crops in-1949 dropped by 
more than $37,000,000, with hay 
and clover showing the biggest 
decline, off $10,728,000.

Significant Year In The Far East 

The birth.of the new Moslem state of 
Indonesia yesterday was but one of the 
major events this year in the Far East. 
This new State, the Republic of the 
United States of Indoriesia, under the 
nominal headship of the Queen of the 
Netherlands, stretches ‘from Singapore 
in a chain of islands down almost to the 
north shore of Australia. These former 
Dutch East Indies have-a population of 
72,000,000. The President of the new 
Republic is Soekarno whose triumph the 


creation of the new state is. The Prem- 
ler is Dr. Hatta, who received the charter 


of the new nation from The Hague yes- | 


terday. 


Even more important to the Far East 
is fhe tremendous success of the Chin- 
ese Communists who, since their cap- 
ture of Tientsin and Peking less than a 
year ago, have established the Red Flag 
over the whole of China. The Commun- 
ists have been successful because of 
tiredness of the Kuomintang апа its 
corruption, the agrarian reform appeal 
which the new masters have made, and 
the honesty, efficiency and discipline of 
the Communist officials and army in not 
only conducting the war but also in ad- 
ministering big cities like Peking and 
Shanghai. Most of the peasants have yet 
to realize the nature of the policies of 
the new Communist masters of the 
country. The western world is watching 
with perturbation and keen speculation 
the degree of co-operation which the

two Communist regimes ‘will give each 


other, these two, Russian and Chinese, 
which now govern more than half the 
people of the world. Was Mao-of China 
bearing allegiance аз well as homage to 
Stalin when he visited Moscow for the 
Soviet leader's seventieth birthday?

Two significant indications emerge 
from the fever of the Far East, One is 
that Asia is no longer apart from the 
world. What happens. politically there 
is of direct consequence to other contin- 
ents, and the nature and extent of 
these events over the last year has be- 
come a major western worry. Are we 
in the white western world suiciging by 
internecine wars, while the East rises to 
a power which could make the West im- 
potent? The second significant indica- 
tion of this year's events is that Com- 
muhism of a-sort, or of various sorts, is 
now numerically the strongest political 
and‘ social force in the world. This 
statement must be qualified in two 
ways: a hundred million Chinese Com- 
munists are not yet as effective as a 
hundred thousand western democrats, 
who have machines, technical skills and 
industrial. resources at their Лапдв. 
Further, Communism such as exists 1 
China, Burma and Siam may be only a 
conventional name for rebels whose ac- 
quaintance with Marxiam is very small.

in Europe, except in the more northerly 
countries. It is a parasite plant, and al- 
though we-read that mistletoe on the 
oak tree was considered sacred by the 
Druids it is found much more frequent- 
ly on apple trees; its manner of growth 
is curious, for it reaches a tree from the 
beak of a bird; the bird, having eaten 
mistletoe berries, Wipes its beak on the 
bark of a tree and the seeds stick there, 
protected by their own gummy outside; 
there they grow, and in time (пе vine 
creeps completely through the tree, and 
dies only when the tree dies. There are a 
number of varieties of mistletoe to be 
found in the U.S.A. but in Canada it ap- 
pears to be unknown. 


As a Christmas decoration mistletoe 
has @ very special use. A man who 
catches a girl under a bunch of mistle- 
toe is entitled to kiss her, and provi- 
dent men carry sprigs of mistletoe with 
them for this purpose. Lacking mistle- 
toe, the Canadian male is sadly handi- 
capped; if he obeys the dictates of the 
Christmas spirit without it he is likely 
to get a reputation as a forward fellow, 
and if he does not he suffers.a type of 
frustration which may do harm to h' 
psyche. He may even suffer from obses- 
sive fears, like the sailor in the old sea 
shanty who sings: 

When I was a little lad 

Or so my mother told me 
That. if I didn’t kiss the gals 
\ Me lips would all go*mouldy. 

Mistletoe is a pretty plant, and it has а 
splendid tradition connected with it. 
Undoubtedly we need.it in Canada. Can- 
not one of our clever plant experts do 
something to relieve the shortage caus- 
ed by Nature's oversight?.

The 
Communist Party has given the peasants à 
direction and a technique. It has succeeded 
іп rallylag them together at definite times 
and places, a monumental achievement in 
Italy; it has provided banners and bands and 
a certain gusto. And the alarming thing for 
the Be Gasperi Government is that the Com- 
munists are perfectly right: there has been 
too much talk. Everyone can recognize the 
ring of a genuine grievance, and this one 
has been ringing so long that even the land- 
owners have developed а bad conscience. 

Unfortunately, neither the Communiats

Consequently, soil erosion is 
tremendous. Every year hundreds of acres 
are carried away. The soil is often very shal- 
low and a good deal of it is too rocky for a 
tractor—even if there were many tractors, 
Most of the year no rain falls and then it 
comes down in torrents. Over huge areas of 
the island nothing is done to control this wa- 
ter or preserve it in the summer months. 

This is a basic cause of the trouble in both 
Sicily and Calabria, and it will not be ге- 
moved, for the De Gasperi Government has 
not got the money to put any large-scale ir- 
rigation and re-afforestation schemes into 
practice.

Report Unification Works 
At Tri- Service Colle 


VICTORIA, B.C, Dec. 
(CP).—Unification is more bus a 
word at Royal Roads. It works, 

Here, inter-service rivalries 
among the RCAE, the Army and 
the Navy are worked off on the 
playing fields. In the event of an 
emergency, the services will 
work together as a team, 

The experiment of Canada’s 
three services working, studying 
and playing together got under 
way in the Dominion's two war 
colleges — Royal Millitary Col- 
lege at Kingston, Ont., and Royal 
Roads Joint Services College near 
Victoria—while controversy raged 
in the United States over a simi- 
lar plan. 

Royal Roads completed the 
change-over from a Naval Acad- 
ету to a Tri-Service Training 
Centre last year. With RMC, it 
shares the distinction of being the 
world’s first service colleges to 
co-ordinate the education of 
Army, Navy and Air Force 
Cadets. 

Says Royal Roads' Command- 
ant, Group Capt. J. B. Millward, 
38, DFC and Bar: 

“It’s too early to hear from any 
tri-service graduates but if the 
moraie of the cadets here, their 
academic success and their all- 
around fitness for service life is a 
criterion,gwe’ve made no mis- 
take.” 

Costs $1,000,000 
The college with its ivy-covered 


“castle,” now an administration 
office, was acquired by the Gov- 
ernment in 1942 for $1,000,000. 
Its 640 acres, partly: forest and 
partly trimly-tailored lawns, are 
situated at the head of a lagoon 
formed by the waters of the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca about 12 
nee à northwest of Victoria. It 
originally was the Hatley Park 
estate of the late Hon. James 
Dunsmuir, former B.C. Premier 
and Lieutenant-Governor. 

When unification got under 
way, Royal Roads was changed 
from a naval academy to an 
RCN-RCAF college.

The rate of pay for a СТА.

Mr. Norman 
Parkes of the Examiner brought 
to the office the remnant of cor- 
respondence within the Grand 
Trunk Railway ranks. 

Dated June 7, 1884, at Port 
Hope, it was written to A. 2. 
Throop, Esq, designed only by 
the general word “shops”, prob- 
ably indicating department but 
no tthe position within it. 

“Dear Sir: It is with regret that 
under instructions I have to tell 
you that from the Ist inst. your 
rate of pay will be 16% cents per 
hour. Yours truly: J. Davis Bar- 
nett”. 

The work-day was probably 10 
hours and the letter seems to in- 
dicate a classification above or- 
dinary labor. However, the mem- 
orandum lacks broader informa- 
tion, and was written only for its 
special purpose of delivery with- 
in the organization.

Labor And Industry In Quebec 


RICHARD DAIGNAULT . 

QUEBEC, Dec. 28: (CP).—The 
Roman Catholle Church, mindful 
of widespread anti-religious in- 
fluence іп this post-war. world, is 
оп the march on the labor and sto- 
сіз! front im French Canada as 
never before. 

The aim is two-fold: 

1. To better the lot of labor. 
ТАЁ embraces as well agriculture, 
education and social weifare, 
thereby keeping the faithful in 
the fold, aware that their destiny 
under church influence із іп 
good hands, і 

2. То bring about а whole- 
hearted belief by industrialists in 
the church's social theories. Ву 
во doing, it is felt employers wil! 
realize that the church's guid- 
ance in improving the economic 
status of the worker will set up 
an unyielding bulwark against 
communism and state socialism. 

The whole movement. із known 
а: Social Action. 

In broadest terms, the underly- 
ing principle may be extracted 
from а quotation by the Rev 
Georges-Henri Levesque, Dean of 
Social Sciences at Laval Univer- 
sity, Quebec, who wrote: 

"The natural end of economic 
activity is the full and universal 
satisfaction of human needs or 
common prosperity; by contras: 
the chief objective of capitalism is 
profit This essential diyergence 
renders the ‘laissez-faire’ capital- 
ist system fundamentally incap- 
able of assuring by itself social 
progress іп a permanent manner." 
Not Anti-Capitalist 

But in its labor work the church 
-is not anti-capitalist, that is, 
against private enterprise. 

Social Action leaders have made 
clear that the movement favors 
“structural reforms in enterprise.” 
І opposition із to that type of 
capitalism which has no thought, 
or Véry little, for the betterment 
of the worker, 

Social Action in Quebec was 
born a decade or so ago, It goes 
back to the days of the late Roi- 
rgue Cardinal Villeneuve who 
almost in these words said: “Great 
changes are coming to this world; 
if the church does not make the 
changes, the communists will.” 

Today, for the working man in 
Quebec, there are church-spon- 
sored labor organizations, The 
principal one is the Canadian 
Catholic Confederation of Lavor. 
It has 83,000 members and is made 
up of various Catholic workers’

Its 
purpose is to keep students in- 
formed оп the church's social 
theories, 


Industrialists Organized 


On the employer or industrialist 
side, the church six years ago or- 
ganized and sponsored a move- 
ment known as the Association of 
Professional  Industrialists. It 
groups some 200 Quebec indus- 
tries, Each member industry un- 
dertakes to follow the church's 
social doctrine. As with unions, 
each regional industrial group has 
its own$chaplain. 

In the slow, careful building of 
employee - employer’ relations, 
there is no indication that the 
church in Quebec is aiming ulti- 
mately at a corporative state, аз 
such, at the expense of capitalism. 

Only a few weeks ago, the Rev. 
Gerard Dion, Industrial Relations 
Department Director at Laval 
University; wrote that unless such 
a state were organized with ex- 
treme care it might smack too 
strongly of a dictatorship.

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Doctors Find 
Fungi 
Grow In Cancers 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28—(AP)— 
Discovery of fungi, tiny invisible 
plants, growing іп cancers was 
announced to the Am rican As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science today. 

The discovery is one of the most 
startling of this century. 

The cancer fungi are the same 
that grow all around us, in soil, 
food, plants and trees, 

They have been found in every 
cancer tested, The tests embraced 
20 human cancers, including four 
different kinds, and 100 mice 
cancers. 

The fungi never һауе been 
found in any healthy tissue, with 
one exception. They show in 
breasts of those species on femals 
mice which are susceptible to 
breast cancer. 

т Тһе discovery was reported by 
| Dr. Irene Corey Diller of the In- 
stitute for Cancer Research, 
Philadelphia. She 1s one of the 
major research contributors to the 
American Cancer Society. 

Dr. Diller showed enlarged ріс- 
tures of the fungi. One is a black 
fungus, common in soil and milk 
products, named altenaria. Ап- 
other is grey, common іп the 
tropics, known as syncephalas- 
trum racemosum. Dr. Diller said 
how this tropical form got into 
Philadelphia cancers is a mys- 
tery. 

There are also some common 
yeast fungi not yet identified. 

Dr. Diller cautioned against 
accepting results so far as proof 
that fungi cause cancer.

McKenney Answers Your 


anasta Questions 


Two-handed Canasta uses two 
decks of cards with four jokers, 
just as іп four*handed. The rules 
are the same except that you deal 


15 cards and you must have two 
canastas to go out. The deal alter- 
- nates. 

Here are some questions and 
answers on two-handed Canasta. 

Question: Our group ої players 
thinks it is impossible to get two 
canastas with only 15 cards, so we 
draw two cards at a time. Is this 
becoming à common practice? 

Answer: No, it is not. This 
spoils the two-handed Canasta 
game. In the first place, you have 

make two discards. Your op- 
gine will want to know if he 

two chances at thé pack. You 
will find that the present two- 
handed game is quite fascinating 
if you employ the right tactics. 

Question: Do the same mini- 
mum meld requirements hold true 
in two-handed Canasta as in four- 
handed? In other wards, if I am 
minus, do I need only 15 points? 
Jf I am under 1500, do I. need 50 
points? If I am over 1500, do I 
need #0 points, and over 3000 do T 
need 120 points? 

Answer: Yes. This rule and all 
the other rules for four-handed 
Canasta are the same. 

Question: In two-handed Са- 
nasta is it important that I get 
my minimum meld down as 
quickly as possible? ` 

Answer: No. That is not one of 
the.strategic points о! play in 
two-handed Canasta. In the two- 
handed game a player will seldom 

Аке his Initia] meld unless he 

n pick up the pack. The object 
of the two-handed game is to get 
control of the pack. If you do, 
you can score from 2000 to 4000 
points in one hand. 

Question: Іп two-handed Са- 
nasta, if I hold only one wild 
card, a deuce, and I have three 
jacks and two nines, and the top 
card on the pack is a nine-spot, 
should I (еке the nine-spot, meld 
it with my other two nines, and 
then meld the three jacks for my 
minimum meld requirements? 

Answer: Seldom would this be 
the correct play. It would be bet- 
ter to put your deuce down with 
the three nines. As I expiained 
before, in two-handed Canasta 
you have to fight to keep control 
of the pack. If you lay down your 
jacks and nines, you may be left 
with too few cards. Secondly, you 
‘ill have several odd cards in 

ur hand, and then when the 
pack is frozen, you will not be 
able.to get hold of it. 

Question: Isn't it true that in 
two-handed Canasta if I get a lot 
of melds on the table I make it 
dificult for my opponent to dis- 
card? 

Answer: That is only truc .. you 
still have plenty of cards in your 
hand, but if putting a lot of melds 
down on the table depletes your 
han4 down to seven or eight cards 
you wil! find that your opponent 
will just freeze the pack... Now 
you will not be able to use his dis- 
card on your melds, as you will 
need two natural cards in your 
Бапа to pick up ine discard pile 

If you have eight or 10 match- 

g pairs іп your hand then it can 
бе good strategy to put down a 
number of melds, but make sure 
you are not sutrendering an ор- 
portunity to get the pack. The 
more raatching pairs you have ih 
your hand the better control you 
have of the pack.

In 
three-handéd Canasta you deal 13 
cards. You are required to have 
only one canasta, the same as in 
four-harided, to go out. 

Question: Do you employ dif- 
ferent tactics in the play of three- 
handed Сапайа than іп 
handed? : 

Answer: Yés, you do. Remem- 
ber that it takes only one canasta 
to go out, sid you start with 13 
cards. Therefore it is a little easier 
for a player to form a canasta. 

While in two-handed Canasta 
you сап гип up tremendous 
scores, in three-handed (even 
though you get control of the 
pack) you will find that one of 
the other players may not have 
too much trouble in assembling 
one canasta and two sets of three 
cards each, So the tactics t6 em- 
ploy are to try for a quick spread 
to catch your opponents. 

Question: When do you freeze’ 
the pack іп three-handed Ca- 
nasta? 

Answer: Practically never, The 
only time you would freeze the 
pack in three-handed Canasta is 
in case you think that the player 
on your left is in such a bad posi- 
tion that he is bound to throw a 
card that will enable your right- 
hand opponent to pick up the 
pack. To protect yotirself against 
this, it may be wise to freeze the 
pack. ` 


Question: I had melded а ca- | 


nasta of six-spots. My opponent 
discarded a six. When I went to 
pick it up and play it on, my ca- 
nasta, picking up the rest of the 
discard pile, he said I could not do 
this. He claimed the six-spot he 
had played acted as a stop card 
Was he correct? 

Answer: No. In either two- 
three-or four-handed Canasta you 
have the right to any card your 
opponent discards, provided you 
hold the legal cards with which to 
pick it up. If you have melded a 
canasta of sixés, and the pack is 
not frozen, you are within your 
rights to pick up the six your op- 
ponent discarded, play it with 
your canasta, and put the balance 
of the discard pack in your hand 

Question: If the above is true, 
why is it that so many people 


Hhave gained the idea that a card 


of a canasta is a stop card? 

Answer: That is not hard to ex- 
plain. Suppose you have melded 
a canasta of seven natural sixes 
and you have a natural six in your 
hand. When you discard this six 
it is a perfect stop card against 
your opponent, as it is the.last one 
ош. There is no'chance of your 
opponent having a card to match 
it in order to pick up the pack 
with a wild card.

With Funds Raised Themselves -

TORONTO, Dec. 28 (CP). — It 
was May, 1920. Men who lost 
legs and arms іп the First World 
War—the “Fragments From 
France”—held а tag day in down- 
town Toronto. The public gave 
$42,500. That launched The Am- 
putations Association of the Great 
War. | 
Toronto had lent a helping hand 
to a rtubbornly-indepenlent ог- 
ganization which spread" "from 
coast to coast, sparked by the эх- 
clusive something special th 
only an amp can -have. 

As Second World War casua 
lists swelled the ranks 
amps, the organization adopted a 
new пате, The War Amputations 
of Canada. 

The dingy, old midtown build- 
ing where Toronto amps met for 
many years had an atmosphere 
you'd never find'in an ordinary 
veterans' club. The stories and 
the jokes were different. So was 
the pace. 

And so it will be in the new 
$480,000 building which Toronto 
amps have built for themselves 
and as a memorial to the fallen of 
both wars. The handsome, two- 
storey, red-brick structure is а 
few yards from the site of the old 
club. The formal opening was 
Tuesday night, almost 30 years 
after that first tag day. 

The public had a hand in this 
latest undertaking, too. The City 
of Toronto made a grant of $300,- 
000, the rest was raised by public 
subscription. Careful financing 
down through the years meant 
that the amps had $46,000 of their 
own — the original tag-day pro- 
ceeds plus — to put into the 
kitty. 

The club's big, second-storey 
auditorium, with a roomy stage 
and a projection ‘room, plus a 
foyer on a par with that of any

On the ground floor аге a kit- 
chen, dining room, dry canteen,

The memorial centre belongs

ronto branch. But it is a dream- 
come-true also for the 4,000 
other amps across Canada and 
the handful of members keeping 
in touch from the United States, 
Britain, and New Zealand.

Too Much Intensity At 
Christmas? 


We have, been astonished during the 
last six weeks by the number of criti- 
cisms which we have come across in one 
place and another of the modern cele- 
bration of Christmas. Clergymen have 
complained that Santa Claus is sup- 
planting the Christ Child as the chief 
figure of the season; psychologists have 
warned that the Santa Claus idea can be 
overdone in the child’s life; ordinary 
citizens have complained that Christmas 
has ceased to be a pleasure and had be- 
come a burden. Perhaps we ought to re- 
consider our ideas about Christmas, and 
this seems a good time to do so. 

. . . 

Let us take the clergymen's complaint 
first. It certainly does appear that the 
spirit of getting at Ghristmas is rather 
overdone, and that the devotional char- 
acter of the great festival is being lost. 
The Santa Claus legend has great 
charm, but unless we remember that 
Santa was a saint, and gave his gifts in 
Christian charity, that charm disap- 
pears. Christmas is, with Easter, a year- 
ly reminder of the Prince of Peace in 
whose life mourning and rejoicing were 
so strikingly mingled. If we forget Him, 
or set Him aside in favour of Santa 
Claus, we have lost our Christmas.

The psychologists have much reason 
in their complaints, also. We do not 
agree with those who say that the Santa 
Claus legend is а harmful lie; the mind 
of childhood feeds upon myths and is 
nourished by them. But to forget all 
about the love and tenderhess of St. 
Nicholas, and to represent him merely 
as an indulgent old creature who gives 
children gifts which they are some- 
times entouraged to demand, is to de- 
base the myth and turn it sour.

High Exports To The U.S. 


Canada's exports to the U.S.A. in 
November reached the high total of 
$173,000,000. This was an increase of 
eight million dollars over the previous 
record set in November, 1948. It is а sat- 
isfying and healthy trade indication, 
particularly if our imports from the 
U.S.A. do not show any notable increase. 
They will, of course, be higher than our 
exports, because Canada has a continual 
adverse balance of trade with the U.S.A. 

Since November of 1947, when our 
government imposed restrictions to con- 
serve American dollars, the gap between 
our U.S. imports and exportsvhas lessen- 
ed. This is due in part to the great effort

Out Of Fashion Now At Oxford

OXFORD, England, Dec. 29 — 
(CP)—Vintage wines, de luxe 
tailors and long, sleek sports 
cars have gone out of fashion at 
Oxford University.

Edouard  Rinfret,  Postmaster- 
General of Canada, has voiced’ no 
"decision" or opinion on rent con- 
trol. 

Commenting Wednesday on a 
Toronto.report, carried by Тһе 


the Liberal Businessmen's Club 
on Tuesday, Dec. 13, the Post- 
master-General said: "I dia not 
talk of decision on my part, nor 
did it express'an opinion on the 
subject, only. acquainting {һе 
members-of the Liberal Business- 
men’s, Club of ‘Toronto with the 
question that is to be presen 
to and decided by the Supreme 
Court." 

(The Toronto dispatch quoted 
fhe Postmaster-General as saying 
that if the province's won't take 
responsibility for rent control and 
housing the Dominion Govern- 
ment will "do the best it can." 
It quoted him also as saying he 
believed the Federal] Government 
was authorized to - administer 
these fields by’ wartime emergen- 
cy legislation: and, in connection 
with the Supreme Court's con^ 
sideration of this legislation, that 
"I would not like to have my de- 
cision on it reversed by my fa- | 
ther.” Mr. Rinfret is a son of | 
Chief Justice Thibaudeau Rin- | 
fret.) 

Mr. Rinfret said Wednesday his‘ | 
address was a discussion of the | 
spirit that animated the fathers | 
of confederation. In considering 
various articles of the constitution | 
he had said that in peacetime, 
jurisdiction over rents belonged 
to the provinces.

LONDON, Ont., Dec. 29 (CP)— 
Fire Chief R. C. McRonald Wed- 
nesday repeated an earlier warn- 
ing of the danger from highly іп- 
flammable Japanese toys. He is 
president of the Dominion Asso- 
ciation of Fire Chiefs “sr 

Efforts to have the toys banned 
have been unsuccessful to date 
and the chief urged “vigilance” on 
the part of ‘parents’ whose chil- 
dren may have received 
Jap toys at Christmas-~ 

Chief McRonald said the Jap 
products seem to be made from 
nitro-cellulose and pyroxlin-plas- 
tic and their combustion point is 
so low that there is not enough 
time to rembve the cause of com- 
bustion. before they are aflame. 
Within seconds the toys are en- 
veloped in a searing burst of 
fire. 

Representations were made to 
the Dominion Government, Chief 
McRonald said, and he received 
an answer from Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue James J, McCann. 
He promised “further investiga- 
tion” but noted there may be dif- 
ficulty In preventing the importa- 
tion of Jap toys. 

Chief McRonald disagreed with 
Mr. McCann's suggestion аќ 
similar Canadian toys may be on 
the market. British, American and 
Canadian toys are “definitely 
safer,” the Chief said.

The last increase in the retail 
price of Imperial's cigarettes was 
a two cents a package boost іп 
December, 1947.

An Imperial Company spokes- 
man said the one-cent increase 
will be passed along to dealers 
in Newfoundland as well as other 
provinces in Canada. Іп New- 
foundland the price is still under 
Provincial Government control, a 
holdover from the province's pre- 
Confederation days, and just how 
retail prices there would be af- 
fected the spokesman was not 
prepared to say.

Prospects Bright 


Used Car 
Market In 1950 


А decrease in the number of 
used cars sold here doesn’t seem 
to be worrying the dealers. They 
describe the decline as a seasonal 
occurrence which is lessened this 
year by the small amount of 
snow. 


Prospects of the future in the 
used car business say most of the 
dealers are good with prices to 
remain the same throughout the 
spring season. The present slump 
is expected to gradually become 
less in the next few ‘weeks. 

Although the supply of the 
new cars is increasing monthly, 
said one dealer, the price for used 
cars will not be affected. He ex- 
plained that the number of new 
cars has not filled the demand in 
this area and that most people аге 
| satisfied with a late model such 
as a 1947 or 1948 car in good con- 
dition. 

Slow To Purchase 


The same dealer said that peo- 
ple are looking twice both at 
their wallet and at the used car 
before making the decision. Some 
people demand a trial run in the 
car running up to two days in- 
stead of the "run around the 
block" trials during and since the 
|war. As for paying for the car 
outright as most salesmen insist- 
ed not too long ago, said another 
dealer, the finance companies аге 
now helping to pay for the cars. 

Onedealer with 25 cars on his lot 
ranging from models in the late 
twenties and the early thirties to 
1949 cars said that he is not wor- 
|ried about having them on his 
| hands throughout the winter. In

Dies Suddenly 


ATLANTIC CITY, бн, Dec, 29 
—(CP). — William Gladstone 
Jaffray, publisher for 21 years of 
the old Toronto newspaper, The 
Globe, died Wednesday follow- 
ing a heart attack. He was 79. 

Jaffray became president of 
The Globe in 1915 and remained 
its president and publisher until 
October, 1936, when he sold the 
control of the newspaper to the 
Wright-McCullagh interests. The 
old Mail and Empire also was 
taken over one month later by 
the same. interests. The two 
papers were merged and hence- 
forth appeared as The Globe and 
Mail. 

Jaffray was generally regarded 
as "strait-laced." During the per- 
iod he controlled The Globe, ít 
refused to accept advertisements 
for cigarettes, girdles, -whisky, 
and cheap clothing. It denounc- 
ed sexy movies and refused to 
praise the novels of Sinclair 
Lewis on the grounds their au- 
thor was an atheist. It covered 
every revivalist who came to 
Toronto. | 

McCullagh, who now is pub- 
lisher of The Globe and Mail, at 
one time worked for Jaffray as 
a circulation salesman, on The 
Globe. On one occasion McCul- 
lagh returned in trimph from 
North Bay after selling 200 sub- 
scriptions to a group of school 
children. Jaffray promptly sent 
for him and chided him for play- 
ing poker on the train. 

When McCullagh. eventually | 
left his job at The Globe, һе ія | 
said to have told Jaffray: "When 
I next. walk into this office, I'll 
be buying the paper out from 
under you." 


Slaggering Toll 
Of U.S. Deaths 


CHICAGO, Dec, 29 — (АР). 
The United States. celebrated its 
six major holidays in 1949 with 
a lot of whoopla and galety, but 
there was a staggering toll of 
violent accidental deaths-—2,717.

Mercy Trip Fails 
To Save Baby 


TORONTO, Dec. 
An 80-mile-an-hour mercy trip by 
road proved futile today with the 
death in the Hospital for -Sick 
Children of a two--day-old pre- 
mature baby weighing under two 
pounds.

It is estimated that the gross 
revenues of the Canadian Nation- 
al Railway for the past twelve 
months will establish а record 
high total of $499 millions, an in- 
crease of $8 millions over 1948 
However, the shrinking margin 
between revenues and expenses 
continues to cause considerable 
anxiety. Operating expenses, with 
higher labour costs and an in- 
creased general price index for 
materials and supplies, climbed 
to $480 millions by the close of 
the year, an increase of $15 mil- 
lions over 1948. 

The operating surplus of ap- 
proximately $19 millions will be 
the lowest since 1938, and after 
provision for interest due on 
securities held by the public and 
owing to the government, pay: 
ment of taxes, equipment rents 
and similar charges, the year will 
end with an income deficit es- 
timated at $45 millions. 


Big Earning Power 


These high gross revenues of 
nearly half a“billion dollars de- 
monstrate again the tremendous 
earning power of the Canadian 
National. Railways and its im- 
portance in our national economy 
On the other hand, the excessive 
absorption of revenues by operat- 
ing expenses, and the burden of 
fixed charges are a constant 
cause of worry to the manage- 
ment. These problems have been 
the subject of searching studies. 

The existing financial position 
of the company is so confused that 
the public cannot measure the 
operating efficiency of the Ca- 
nadian National by the annual re- 
sults. The fixed charges against 
the system are top heavy because 


it has had 10 assume, without 
mitigation, the debts of bankrupt 
predecessor companies. These 


charges are grossly excessive in 
relation to the earning power of 
the railway. In all fairness, re- 
cognition should be made of the 
inclusion in CNR operating ex- 
penses, of the costs of non-paying 
public вегуісёз, and steps taken to 
relieve the railway of the burden 
created by them. 

The formulation of a national 
transpo:tation policy for Canada 
has been entrusted to a Royal 
Commission. The Canadian Na- 
tional Railways has recommended 
to this Commission that such a 
policy should embrace every 
form of transport, preserving the 
inherent advantage of each mode 
of transport so that each may per- 
form the function for which it is 
best adapted from the viewpoint 
of national cost, convenience, ef 
ficiency and necessity. The rail- 
way has urged that jurisdiction 
be assigned to a central regulatory 
body, and that uniform regula- 
tions be designed to guard against 
unfsir competitive practices. 


Moved 77 Million Tons 


When the final fígures for the 
year 1940 are available, they are 
expected to show that the Cana- 
diaa National Railways moved 77 
million rewenue tons of freight 
This is approximately ten per- 
cent less than in 1948, but the 
average length of haul was great- 
ег and thé estimated reduction 
in freight traffic, measured in 
revenue ton miles, was 6.3 per- 
cent. 

Approximately nineteen million 
revenue passengers were carried 
in the current year, a decrease 
one million from the ргеуі 
year's total.

1948. Fish shipped from the 
various producing areas extend- 
ing from Atlantic to the Pacific 
coasts will show a decrease com- 
pared with last year. 

With the union of Newfound- 
land and Canada on April 1, 1949 
the Canadian National Railways 
was entrusted with the control of 
the railway, steamships and dock 
services, telegraph and telephone 
facilities. This has added some 
700 miles of operated track to 
the company's rail lines, together 
with a fleet of 19 ships, and an 
additional 4,000 employees were 
transferred to Canadian National 
payrolls. A substantial reduction 
was made in freight and passen- 
ger rates on the Island, and CNR 
standards of rates of pay and 
working eonditions were extend- 
ed *o the new district. The opera- 
tion of the Newfoundland Rail- 
way will add approximately $4,- 
000,00: per annum to the deficit 
of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways.

Blame Labor Troubles 
On Communists, 
Taking No Chances 


HONG KONG, Dec. 30.—(AP). 
—The British Crown colony, faced 
with the possibility of a general 
strike, today gave its* governor 
virtual war powers to use at his 
discretion. 

Emergency regulations were 
published empowering the gover- 
| nor to take steps to meet attack 
or internal disorder. He was au- 
thorized to requisition manpower, 
property, bar strikes and lockouts 
in essential services and to utilize 
extraordinary police powers that 
would put the colony on a war 
footing. 

The governor, Sir Alexander 
Grantham, may also ban seditious 
organizations,’ prohibit meetings 
likely to cause disturbances, de-, 
tain or expel any person from the 
colony, search premises, vehicles, 
ships and planes. All types of 
traffic in and out of the colony 
were placed under his rigid con- 
trol. 

The stringent regulations have 
not been applied to present labor 
strife in the colony. But the gov- 
ernor may invoke them if he 
thinks they are necessary. 


Labor Troubles 


Publication of the regulations 
came as the colony suffered from 
a rash of labor difficulties which 
may develop into a general strike. 

The most serious threat comes 
from a wage dispute involving 
essential utilities workers. 

Trolley workers already are on 
strike and the company has dis- 
charged several hundred employ- 
ees and locked out the rest for re- 
fusal to collect fares and for slow- 
down tactics. 

Other utility workers are 
threatening to strike. They de- 
mand, like the tram workers, an 
increase of three Hong Kong dol- 
lars (about 55 cents) daily in their 
living allowance. .

A Great Man Of Our Time 


"I shall try to present an attempt at the 
solution of his problem [the unified field 
theory], which appears to me 
vincing,- although due to mathematical dif- 
ficulties I have not yet found a way to con- 
front the results of the theory with experi- 
mental evidence”. 

Thus did Einstein preface a twenty 
page exposition of his new “general 
theory of gravitation”, announced on 
Monday. Although ordinary people wiil 
not be able to understand his new 
theory, & mathematical proposition as 
far beyond their comprehension as 
General Theory of. Relativity publish 
in 1915, they can understand its im- 
portance, and guess at the profound, 
perhaps revolutionary, effect on thought 
and science it will have on mankind and 
his world hereafter. 

Albert Einstein, is among the Wery 
greatest men of our time, for it is phil- 
osophers, artists, discoverers, and the 
men who move hearts, rather than tem- 
porarily famous politicians, generals 
and barons of}gommerce and industry, 
whose work is cumulative and perman- 
ently influences the course of history. 
They are the creators through whom 
man’s horizons are widened and his re- 
lation to the universe interpreted. 

Einstein was born seventy years ago of 
Jewish parents at Wurttemberg. His 
family left Germany for Italy in 1894, 
and Albert Einstein went to Swiss 
schools and became a Swiss citizen. 
While doing research work in mathe- 
matical physics at -the University of 
Zurich his first important papers were 
presented, and the unique character of 
his genius, revealed, In 1913 he went to 
Berlin, as Director of the Kaiser-Wil- 
helm Physical Institute, and was given 
a stipend sufficient to enable him to 
give all his time to research without 
restrictions or routine duties, His res- 
tricted theory of relativity was published 
as early as 1905, his General Theory in 
1915. By the early twenties not only 
scientists but knowledgeable people the 
world over recognized the geniys in their 
midst. He received the Nobel Prize in 
1921. ^

Irish Impetus To Peterborough 


There seems to be some doubt in 
people’s minds that Peterborough owes 
much. to the Irish immigration of 1825. 
It is not а fact, as far as we know, that 
Peterborough was.a small thriving place 
before the poor Irish immigrants were 
brought into this district under the dir- 
ection of the Honourable Peter Robin- 
son. True, there were a few, and highly 
regarded English settlers in Smith and 
Otonabee and the southern parts, 
gentry establishing homes in the new 
world, or former men and officers of the 
British army who - had served in th 
wars against Napoleon à had béen 
given large tracts of land, as a kind of 
rehabilitation program, (as well as to 
get.good ‘sound patriotic stock into 
Canada.) But these people had nu- 
merically little to do with the founding 
of the town. When the Irish came these 
English and Scottish people found their 
Opportunities expanded, and they be- 
came Government agents, Post Masters, 
shop keepers and the like. They were 
the middle-men and managers. — 

Before the Irish eame in 1825 the town 
of Peterborough, then and for several

Emily, “but very little land had been 
brought under cultivation”. Poole says 
until the Irish arrived there were no 
more than 500 settlers north of Rice 
Lake. Peterborough had beén reserved as 
a town site, but no survey was made 
until 1825, at the time the immigrants

The Irish brought business and activ- 
| ity to the place, and а Governmerit 
House. Had they not come, Peterborough 
might never have existed, or tts develop- 
ment would have been delayed. 

It is true that the Irish immigrants 
passed through into outlying township 
lands, that many of their descendants 
are still country folk. It is quite true that 
a few drifted off into other parts 
of Upper Canada. It is true that most 
of them were poor and illiterate. But 
their coming gave Peterborough its first 
Impetus. Today many of the city's finest

When assessing the contribu- 
tion of various people, families, and 
nationalities to* the beginnings and 
growth of Peterborough, the 2,000 Irish 
of the 1825 immigration must be given a 
just and large due. 


А Canadian Cartoon Record 

We have received а book of cartoons 
called These Were The Thirties with the 
compliments of The Hamilton Specta- 
tor, in whose columns they first appear- 
ed. The cartoons are the work of Ivan 
Glassco, а brilliant young Canadian who 
died in the R.C.A.F. during the last war; 
they are accompanied by a comment 
written by Tom Nichols of the Spectator 
staff. The book is of permanent value 
because it gives us a Canadian view of 
world апа domestic affairs as they were 
seen in this country іп the years which 
led up to the war. 

It is of value also because it adds an- 
other volume to the small shelf of work 
done by Canadian political cartoonists. 
In the early days of Canadian history 
political cartoons were more common 
than they now are, and many of them 
were distinguished in drawing and in- 
сізіуе in content. Of late years, however, 
the cost of reproducing cartoons, and 
the dearth of competent artists for this 
Sort of work has brought about a sad 
decline in this interesting and important 
sphere of journalism. There will be a re- 
birth of the art; we are sure of that. But 
the name of Ivan Glassco wil] survive 
аз that of one who did good work dur- 
ing the lean years.

AT the current meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science 
and Princeton University Press announced 
that its. most distinguished author, Dr. Albert 
Einstein, has developed a new unified or gen- 
eralized theory of relativity. Similar past at- 
tempts he rejécted as inadequate. This time 
he looks on his result with more hope, yet 
admits that experimental verification will be 
difficult. 

To understand what Einstein hopes that he 
has done we have to consider the fact that 
electromagnetism (light, radio waves, mag- 
netism) and gravitation obey the same laws. 
A magnet exerts no effect beyond à certain 
distance, which means that the attracted 
piece of iron lies outsíde the field of influ- 
ence. With the gravitation it is the same. A

Chronic patients with split 
personality, ог schizophrenia, 
were compared with normal per- 
sons. 

When the mental patients 

weren't under stress, their output 
of hormones from the outer cover 
or bark of the adrenals was 
normal. 
But two-thirds of them didn't 
get enough of the hormones to 
help them meet stress, excitement 
or worry. 

They were given injections of 
ACTH, a hormone that stimulates 
the outer covering of the adrenals.

That is obviously the statement 
of a man who believes in life 
insurance.

Of Rural’ Progress, Says Robert E. Bell, Assistant 


Agricultural Representative — Plans Under Way For 
Junior Work Expansion Here In New 'Year—Market- 
ing Subjects Coming On Farm Forum Programs. 


With the hearty approval and 
support of F. C. Paterson, agri- 
cultura! representative, Robert E. 
Bell, his assistant, is planning to 
place a stronger emphasis on ef- 
fort and organization among the 
young people of the farms of Pet- 
erborough county in the new 

ear. 

And, to that end, Mr. Bell is ap- 
pealing to parents in the town- 
ships and also to the established 
Junior Farmers Club for their 
practical co-operation. 

“If we ask ourselves how Lorne 
Reynolds of Smith township be- 
came a director of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture and of 
the provincial Jersey Cattle 
Breeders, for example, I think it 
is safe to say that his first steps 
іп that direction began in the 
Junior Farmers of which Mr. 
Reynolds is a past president,” Mr. 
Bell said. ~ 

“Wesley Down of the Camp- 
bellford district, a recent past 
president of the Junior Farmers 
of Ontario, received his training 
and experience in leadership as 
a youth in Northumberland 
county junior work."

It was then de- 
cided that Лийоғ Farmers should 
accept full/Ti sibility for the 
development programs for the 
farm youth of Ontario. The slo- 


gan of this association is: “Self 
Help and Community Better- 
ment”, and its object: “to create 
a deeper and more permanent in- 
terest in the agricultural home 
and social life of the district.” 

Mr. Bell said that іле general 
program was threefold in scope— 
educational, recreational and so- 
cial, with equal emphasis in all 
three directions. Quoting from 
the hand ‘book of the Junlor 
Farmers, Mr. Bell read this ad- 
vice; “Plan a well balanced pro- 
gram. A group organized for 
pleasure provides nothing о! 
value to themselves or their com- 
munity." 

Results of it have appeared 1о- 
cally as in all parts of the prov- 
ince, Junior Farmers have been 
assigned places as directors of 
fair boards, and they take an ac- 
tive part in their work; They 
have grown up and out of their 
own group, helping in general af- 
fairs of the community, plowing 
matches, Grassland Days, agricul- 
tural commodity groups, assisting 
the youngem members of calf 
clubs, and so on.

< “Тһе somewhat dramatic drop 
in the number of failures the 
following year (i e. 1941 when 
the new scheme was introduced) 
might suggest a lowering of 
standards, but a survey of Upper 
School results in succeding years 
shows that that was not the 
case, the explanation is that a 
local examination will tend to 
deal with those parts of the 
course which the teacher соп- 
cerned regards as most important. 
It may be quite as difficult as 
the external examination, indeed 
fnight be more difficult to a 
student from another school, but 
it is nevertheless a more definite 
and accurate test of the results of 
the year's teaching that has pre- 
ceded it." 

In slashing the number of ex- 
ternal examinations for students 
the Department is following a 
trend common to most -school 
systems today, Mf. Wightman con- 
tended. 

"An external examination is 
an impersonal test which assesses 
success or failure on the basis of 
"what the student can put on paper 
in a few hours on a given day and 
takes no account of what he ac- 
complished during {һе year or 
his native ability to proceed to 
more advanced work." 

Poor Measuring Stick 


Such an examination is an un- 


satisfactory measuring  instru- 
ment, he said. 

When supplemental examina- 
tions were introduced іп 1947 


(see “С” in table) the percentage 


„| of students failing on one or more 


subjects dropped from 50 to 27 
per cent. In 1949, after two years 
of 27 per cent failures, the per- 
centage increased to 36 per cent. 

The Superintendent of Schools 
asserted that three years' trial is 
too short a period to come to any 
final conclusion on the value of 
supplementals -but he contended 
they were accomplishing their 
primary purpose of enabling keen 
students to achieve the required 
secondary school standard after a 
second try. 

In 1943-44 another change was 
made in the curriculum. Certain 
subjects such as mathematics had 
to be carried through Grades XI 
and XII instead of being partly 
completed in each grade. Since 
this practice was introduced the 
percentage of Upper School 
papers passed has jumped from 72 
per cent to 90 or more. 

“No doubt there were other 
factors operating: to improve Орч 
per School results,” said Mr. 
Wightman, but it would appear 
that some of the credit must be 
given to the practice of requiring 
the student to carry оп -con- 
tinuously -through the Middle 


, | School the subjects he would be

Strong Controversy 

As soon as the report of the 
meeting became known it stirred 
up strong controversy. Several 
PCVS teachers felt there was a 
мапі `оќ confidence felt toward 
them by the Board. 

A paid advertisment “Collegiate 
Tests Fair’ was placed in the 
Examiner by Dr. Eldon P. Ray, 
on his own responsibility, outlin- 
ing the.case for the teachers. 

Subsequently the Board added 
another resolution: 

"Resolved that the Board re- 
grets all {һе uncomplimentary 
publicity sustained as a result of 
the discussion pertaining to failur- 
es in Grade XI at PCVS, and that 
the resolution passed by the 
Board was a request for informa- 
tion, and was not intended to 
imply lack of confidence in the 
teaching staff." 

It passed unanimously -and 
without comment. И

The fourth group „includes all 
students whose IQ аз recorded 
is below that needed for a secon- 
dary school course. Others are 
included because of previous 
failures. 

“Generally speaking, it has 
been found that an IQ of 105 is 
the iowest level that can complete 
successfully our present academic 
courses in the secondary school,” 
said Mr. Wightman. “I would not 
say, that none of the students in- 
cluded in Group IV can finish 
their course, but I doubt if they 
could be expected (о. йо. зо within 
the usual time limits.” 

Most of the 15 students who 
did not make the grade due to 
“lack of application” are marked 
on their November report as do- 
ing insufficient home study, said 
the Superintendent, and the same 
pattern continues through the 
January examinations. 

“Extra—curricular activities at 
school do not appear to have play- 
ed any significant part. One boy 
played rugby but most of the 
group took little part in the life 
of the school outside the class- 
room." -

The railway said a "serious de- 
pletion" of coal reserves had been 
caused by work stoppages and 
shortened working hours in the 
United States collieries. 

Cancellation of the Ocean Lim- 
ited—the all-sleeper train oper- 
ating daily both ways between 
Halifax and Montreal—will leave 
two trains on the run each way. 
Two day trains will remain on 
the Halifax-Saint John run.

Seen As Possibility Now 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31—(AP)—Man's oldest dream, 
elixir for longer life, was revived today at the closing sessions 
of the American Association for the Advancement of Science. 


The new hope came from 
studies of cortisone made at 
the University of Utah. Corti- 

sone is a new hormone that stops 
the pain of rheumatoid arthritis, 
and helps half-a-dozen other dis- 
eases, The report that it. might be 
a key to keeping certain body 
tissue younger and lengthening 
the life span was made by Dr. 
Thomas F. Dougherty. 

One of the few known facts 
about growing old is a change in 
those parts of your body known as 
connective tissues. These tissues 
are fibres and sheaths, which are 
in effect the walls and girders of 
all the body's organs. They per- 
meate the skin, vital organs, 
bones and form {һе covering of 
blood vessels. ” 

Leather is a good example of 
connective tissue. In aging, these 
tissues’) become more fibrous, а 
process called fibrosis, This fib- 

process, Dr. Daugherty said, 
ears to be slowed down kid 
cortisone. 


Other Factors Too 


Connective tissues are by no 
means all that must be kept 
youthful if we are to live longer. 
But they are apparently one of 
the key structures in long life. 

The Utah experiments on mice 
show clearly, Dr. Daughtery said, 
one way in which cortisone bene- 
fits the framework tissues. % 

It does not work by the same 
mechanism as thé now popular 
anti-histamines for common colds, 
They counter- 
act the hisamine which the human 
body naturally manufacturers.

Finds 1949 Good Year 
For Canadians 
On National Position 


OTTAWA, Dec. 31 — (CP) — 
Prime Minister St. Laurent said 
today in a New Year message that 
there still is some reason for con- 
cern over the international situa- 
tion. 

“A year ago I said that the in- 
ternational situation. was very 
grave; that war was not inevit- 
able, but we would be lacking in 
the most elementary realism if 
we considered war an impossi- 
bility;" Mr. St. Laurent said. 

"The year which is just ending 
has brought with it new reasons 
for uneasiness. Human freedom 
has lost still more ground іп 
countries which ignore the ad- 
vantages of genuine democracy. 
In many, honest people continue 
to be persecuted for their reli- 
gious beliefs or their political 
affiliations. 

"On the other hand, it is re- 
assuring to know that the free 
nations of the western world have 
a clearer understanding than ever 


| of their joint responsibility to 


safeguard the peace of the world." 

The message was released by 
the Ottawa office of the Prime 
Minister, who spent the holidays 
in Quebec. 


Sends Best Wishes 


Mr. St. Laurent said he was 
addressing his "best wishes to the 
people of Canada" and also to 
“all those who, throughout- the 
world, are striving to realize the 
promise of peace announced to 
men of good will on the first 
Christmas morning." 

He said 1949 marked the sign- 
ing of the North Atlantic Pact. 
The year had witnessed great 
benefits from thé United States 
European Recovery Program. 


He added: 

“Тһе free democracies have had 
to face serious economic ditficul- 
ties in 1949, but in spite of every- 
thing never before have they 
shown so much determination to 
understand one another and to 
help one another, 

"From the. international point 
of view, when the accounts for 
1949 are balanced they have not 
been too unfavorable to the cause 
of peace. 


Nationally Good Year 


"From a national standpoint, 
1949 has béen a good year. We 
have had a general election, and 
general elections аге the very 
foundation ‘of our democratic 
system; we have added a new 
province to our territory through 
the union with Newfoundland; 

“We have taken certain steps 
of which our children will be 
proud toward the full nationhood 
for Canada; we have gained a 
new appreciation of the wealth 
of our country; we have enjoyed 
a higher standard of living than 
anywhere else in the world out- 
side the North American contin- 
ent. 

“To all men and women a hap- 
py new year in 1950. 

“And may the second half of 
the twentieth century bring clos- 
er co-operation among the na- 
tions, all of whom may count on 
the goodwill of Canada.”

Senator Robert Taft in an in- 
terview at Dayton, O., went con- 
siderably farther, Не favored 
к g Formosa out of Commun- 
ist hands, even if the US Navy 
were needed to defend it, 

The joint US chiefs consists of 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chairman, 
the army’s Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
air force Gen, Hoyt S. Vandenberg 
and Admiral Forrest P. Sherman. 

Any high strategy talks they 
hold with MacArthur undoubted- 
ly will embrace the future mili- 
tary position of the United States 
in the Far East as well as the cur- 
rent problem of Chinese Com- 
munist. 

One important question in- 
volves the future of American 
occupation forces when a peace 
treaty with Japan is signed — 
which may not be many months 
away.

Pork-Bacon Products 
Cut 6 Cents 


In Toronto, Tuesday 


OTTAWA, Dec. 31—(CP) — A 
slight drop of 4 cents in the price 
of Canadian cheese was forecast 
today as government price sup- 
port for cheese came to an end. 

Both government and industry 
officials said end of support action 
would lead to a drop in prices. 
But a new Anglo-Canadian cheese 
contract, expected to be completed 
the middle of next month, 1з ех- 
pected to prevent any major de- 
cline. 

Pork, including bacon, will be 
cheaper by about six cents a 
pound in all retail stores on Tues- 
day, according to meat trade 
officials in Toronto. 

Cheese has been supported at 
30 cents a pound by the federal 
government since Aug. 25, when 
the 1949 Anglo-Canadian contract 
was filled. 

Since that time, the government 
has stockpiled about 19,000,000 
pounds of Canadian Cheddar апа 
is aging it in hopes of selling it 
on the United States market. 

One government official, com- 
meting on the end of support 
action, said there is "no need for 
panic" among producers. The 
Anglo-Candian cheese contract, 
he felt, would act as a brake on 
any big drop in prices, 

Need Good Contract 


A spokesman for the National 
Dairy Council, however, said the 
cheese industry would have good 
cause to worry unless a reason- 
able British contract is com- 
pleted soon. 

A decline in price would be felt 
all through the dairy industry 
and likely would penetrate into 
buttey and other milk products. 

ere is no official indication 
yet of what the new Anglo-Can- 
adian contract price for cheese 
will be. It is believed thé final 
price may around 26 cents a 
pound, compared with the 30 
cents paid in 1949. 


A price of 26 cents а pound 

probably would cause the domes- 
tic price of Canadian cheese Ao 
drop about four cents à pound in 
the coming year. 
. Ontario Cheese producers al- 
ready have asked Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner to. continue 
supporting cheese at 30 cents if 
the British contract falls below 
that level. ; 

There is opposition, however, 
to the whole idea of price support 
in several cabinet quarters. Some 
ministers believe that if Canada 
should continue to maintain prio- 
es at a high level, she will contin- 
ue to lose world markets.

The weather gods aimed their 
first 1949 smack at Winnipeg, 
where heavy snowfalls broke all 
January records back to 1916 

In Eastern Canada, the mildest 
winter ever was in full swing. 
Lumbermen were idle, waiting 
for snow in the woods. Young- 
sters built sang castles on Tor- 
onto's Sunnyside Beach. Naviga- 
tion got under way along the Бі. 
Lawrence for a record early date. 

This warm weather trend last-

Mr. McCubbin was quoted as say- 
ing “the sooner the ‘Dominion 
government gets out of handling 
t' farmers’ products the better 
the farmer will be іл Canada." 

“Is this an official pronounce- 
ment on the part of the govern- 
ment? Have they reversed their 
policy or is it an unofficial state- 
ment on the part of Mr, Mc- 
Cubbin?” Hannam asked. 

Losing Faith? 


“We have been working with 
the government on this price pro- 
gram," Dr. Hannam declared. 
“Тһе government voted $200,000,- 
000 for a price support program 
and have only used comparatively 
little. Will the government lose 
faith with us now at a time when 
we need it most? We are going 
to need it now that we've lost 
some of the United Kingdom 
market." 

Dr. Hannam said he did not 
like the genera! principle of farm 
price support, that he like self- 
help, "and I think most farming 
people do too." But he said ít 
was necessary “to hold the line 
until agriculture has a chance to 
adjust to some other market and 
prices come down." 

“The thing we all resent is the 
saying of some people that foo 
prices are a lot too high and have 
got to come down," he said. 
"Business із booming and the 
average laborer's wage has gone 
up eight per cent in the 14 months 
preceding Dec. 1, freight rates 
have increased and the civil ser- 
vice is asking a 30 per cent in- 
crease, and the farmer is supposed 
to take the lower prices."

Instead, said Whitney, the mes- 
sage meant that Japan has “the 
right to conclude defensive аШ- 
ances or deal with the United Na- 
tions for protection, or, if attack- 
ed directly, “the Japanese can 
fight back with all the power at 
their command." 

Without outside assistance, such 
resistance would be feeble at pre- 
sent, However, the cost of even a 
start towards military defence 
would be prohibitive in Japan's 
current economic.condition.

The Business Outlook For 1950 


The general feeling among those 
publications which exist by giving ad- 
vice and information to business men is 
that business in 1950 should be good, 
and perhaps a little better than in 1949. 
It must be borne in mind, of course, that 
the business world is chronically opti- 
mistic; 46 must be so, for without opti- 
mism nobody would engage in business 
at all. We seem to recall that the busi- 
ness forecast for 1929 was an encour- 
aging one. However, the information 
upon which the favourable forecast for 
1950 is made does not rely heavily upon 
the stock market, but upon а more sober 
appraisal of the elements which uphold 
national trade. It is the opinion of For- 
tune, backed up with a mass of facts and 
figures, that the business outlook for 
1950 is good: 

. . . 

Good business does not always mean 
easy business. Some Peterborough re- 
tailers tell us that they have had a very 
good year іп 1949, but that they have 
had more customers, and more demand- 
ing customers than in 1947 and 1948. 
The last remnants of the wartime busi- 
ness psychology—"the seller's market'— 
has disappeared. There is plenty of 
business to be had, but it will take 
harder work to get it. That appears to 
be the opinion in retail circles. 


Among manufacturers much the same 
feeling exists. The Increase in the costs 
of manufacturing in recent years makes 
it necessary for an industry to do a large 
volume of business if it is to maintain 
its present margin of profit. A compara- 
tively small decline in demand for a 
product can now cut profits very sharp- 
ly. And it is upon profits, after all, that 
our economy 1з based.

Canada’s business position becames 
more secure each year, for we now have 
a vastly more diversified industry than 
we had ten years ago, and we ar 
suming more of our own products. 
Further, very big developments in the 
exploitation of our national resources 
are pending and new developments 
mean new prosperity.

The outlook for 1950, it appears. is 
encourdging. But there is plenty of evi- 
dence that greater efforts wil be 
needed to keep business at its. present 
level, or to raise that level.

The Unfortunate 'Forties 


It has been suggested by Sir Shuld- 
ham Redfern (who will be remembered 
&s the secretary of several Canadian 
Governors-General) that the world will 
be lucky to escape from the 'forties 
when, tonight, the clocks strike twelve. 
The 'forties in every century have, he 
says, been a miserable decade. Take 
English history alone: in the 1140s Bri- 
tain was In a state of anarchy fomented 
by Queen Matilda; іп the 12405 the 
trouble between King John and his 
barons was at its worst; in the 1340s the 
country's economy was in an even worse 
mess than it is now, the Hundred Years' 
War began, and the Black Death as well; 
in the 1440s Britain lost the whole of 
Normandy; іп the 1540s King Henry 
VIII was at odds with everybody; the 
16405 brought Civil War and ‘regicide; 
in the 17408 the Scots invaded England; 
in the 1840s Шеге was famine aud de- 
pression; as for the 1940s everybody 
knows about them. 4 

And are the ‘fifties any better? 
.Shuldham says that they are: 

Compared with the forties, the fifties 

in the not uneventful history of our coun- 
try have much of which they can be justi- 
fiably proud. For instance our two great- 
est Sovereigns—King Henry П and 
Queen Elizabeth begain their reigns in 
the 1150s and 1550s respectively, In Yhe 
1750s the Seven Years War began, and in 
the words of an eminent historian “No 
war has had greater results-on the history 
of the world or brought greater triumphs 
to England.” It is true that in the 1850s 
we went to war with Russta, but in spite 
of the ineptitude with which we conduct- 
ed operations in the Сгітеа, the Russians, 
had to admit, that they were beaten. 

One of the first decisions that the 
people of Britain will have to make in 
the 'fifties is whether they want to con- 
tinue on the Socialist path or not. New 
Zealand and Australia, having given 
Socialism а good try, have both rejected

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| it. If Britain follows suit only her gov- 


ernment, and not her problems will have 
changed. However, a government which 
war less intent on creating a weifare | 
state in a country which is fighting for | 
its very existence might -meet those 

problems with greater success |

Fifty Years Of Changing Faith 


No consideration of the last’ fifty | 
years can be considered complete if it 
fails to take into account the remark- 


able alterations which have taken place 
in popular belief. We say “popular be- 
lief" with good reason: external pres- 
sures have little.effect upon the deepest

kind of devotion and the deepest kind | 
of scepticism. But deep dévotion and 


4 deep scepticism are both rare, It is with 


popular belief that we are concerned, 
and during the half-century just com-, 
pleted there appears to have been a 
striking change in its focus. 

Our country was settled, as we are | 
often assured, by men and women of 
deep faith. They imposed a faith simi- 
lar to their own upon their children 
and grandchildren, and while persons of 
sceptical temperament may question 
whether this belief strongly influenced 
their trading and their daily lives it was 
in tune with the prevailing tempera- 
ment of the nineteenth century, and it 
lasted without serious abatement until 
1900. It can be said fairly that the great 
storms of doubt which were unleashed 
in Europe—and particularly in England 
—by the sctentific discoveries of the 
latter part of the nineteenth century, 
had little effect upon the average 
churchgoer in Canada. He continued to 
be what his father had been—a puritan 
and in the main a Fundamentalist. 


After 1900 came great changes. Two 
great wars, the increasing urbanization 
and industrialization of Canada, the ad- 
vance of general education and the | 
growth of Canada as a nation, were all 
hard on what was called, with uncon- 
scious patronage, “the sinrple faith”. As | 
a matter of fact, the beliefs of our for- 

' bears were by no means simple, but they 
cherished an illusion that they were so. 
A great number of Canada’s churches 
were built before 1900, and they are still 
in use today; it is significant that al- 
though the country’s population has 
doubled in fifty years, the same seating 
capacity suffices in most of those 
churches. It must be said in fairness 
that many new churches have been, 
built, but hardly at the same rate that 
the population has grown. 

"Men do not live without belief. The 
desire for certainfies is опе of the most 
powerful of human yearnings, and long- 
ing. for certainty about matters upon 
which any final certainty is unattain- 
able is to be found everywhere. If the 
people of Canada аге not as firm іп 
nineteenth century Christianity as they 

to be, what has taken its place in 

eir minds? 

We think, first of all, that a basis of 
Christian faith remains, but it is not as 
firmly backed up by dogma as it used 
to be. : Беа! dogmatism is now to be 
found in another realm—the realm of 
science. It is remarkable how simpie and 
trusting the popular faith in science is 
today. There are thousands of believers 
in the rightness and righteousness of 
science; they are addicts of the abstract. 
They feel that a final explanation and 
a final cure for everything is to be 
found in science, whether it be econo- 
mies, or psychology, or physics, or what- 
not. And they hope for a salvation (or 
at least for a deliverance from several 
kinds of death) at the hands of medical 
science. Nor is this faith in science to 
be wondered at, for during the past 
fifty years scientists have probed some 
mighty secrets, and the world-shaking 
discovery of a way of releasing atomic 
energy will undoubtedly move far be- 
yond its present merely destructive 
manifestation. Nevertheless, it may be 
doubted if the success of the scientists 
entitles them to set up shop às the new 
priesthood. 

We are at the end of fifty years of 
mighty change in popular thought. As 
we said, true saintliness and true scep- 
ticism are as rare as ever. Between those 
points, where most belief has its being, 
great changes and new orientations of 
belief have come to pass.

Subsidies To Support Farming 

Britons can buy Canadian cheese and 
Canadian bacon cheaper than Cana- 
dians can buy it at home. The reasons 
are that the U.K. Government subsidiz- 
es rationed food, and also that through 
the Canadian Government it buys our 
cheese and bacon at extremely low 
prices. The U.K., for instance is willing 
to buy our\cheese at 24 cents a pound. 
It is buying our bacon at 30 cents а 
pound. Since the Canadian farmer will 
not and cannot afford to sell his produce 
at those low prices, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment is taking up the slack. The sub- 
sidy which it will pay on bacon, in order 
-to give the Canadian farmer and meat- 
packing industry а market, is expected 
to amount to $1,500,000. Economists and 
more ordinary people question that such 
an expensive way of maintaining home 
producers is necessarily the best.

OME WILL REMEMBER 1949 primarily 

as the year in which it became general 
knowledge that at least’ two nations now 
possessed the “secret” of the atomic bomb— 
in which, therefore, the atomic age really 
began. Others may prefer to remember it as 
the year in which a better recognition that 
conciliation and compromise are essentia] to 
a secure peace began to spread through the 
minds of people everywhere, 

Whether or not the diffusion of atomic 
knowledge will end ónly with war and de- 
struction for all nations, or will be used for 
the benefit of mankind, is a question of tre- 
mendous social, political and historic sig- 


nificance. Albo significant, however, is the fact ' 


that, during 1949, the peoples and representa- 

tives of 59 United Nations began working 

toward a fuller realization of the ideals pro- 

claimed -in the unpre- 

cedented Universal Decla- 

ration of Human Rights. 

In many ways 1949 was 

a year of troubles and of 

fear and, worry, like the 

other years since World 

War II ended in 1945. 

But several events and 

trends made 1949 a more 

hopeful year han any 

of the previous three: 

Not only was world peace maintained, but 

several international conflicts, each capable 

of setting off a major war, were effectively 

Settled, or at least eased, during 1949. Among 

such peaceful adjustments were the settle- 

Тепе of the Berlin deadlock, announced from 

United Nations headquarters in May; the ac- 

ceptance of the new Republic of Israel as a 

full member of the world community; the 

creation of a new and sovereign United States 

of Indonesia, after mediation by U.N.; the 

cease-fire agreement effected under U.N. 

auspices between India and Pakistan in the 

dispute in Kashmir; and action on the future 

of the former Italian colonies by the U.N. 
General Assembly, 

Some day, the year 1949 may be regarded 
as the beginning of a new era. It could be an 
era of growing fear and tension—ultimately, 
perhaps, leading to catastrophe—or an era 
of increasing international cooperation in all 
fields of human concern, Whichever it is, the 
successes or failures of the United Nations 
will have a lot to do with it, for U.N., and 
its Specialized Agencies, even during 1949, 
were already involved in nearly every major 
international action, event or decision.

KASHMIR CONFLICT, PALESTINE REFUGEES, ADVANCEMENT 


The devaluation of the British pound and 
subsequent devaluation of 26 other curren- 
cies, for example, was an event which re- 

flected significant changes 
in the traditional patterns 
of world trade. But these 
devaluations were effect- 
ed in agreement with a 
U.N.-affiliated Specialized 


Agency, the International 
Monetary Fund. 

In the political field, 
one of the major- events 
was the conflict between 
Yugoslavia, itself a Com- 


munist state, and the Soviet Union. But one 
of the most intense. moments in this contro- 
versy was played before the U.N. General 
Assembly in New York, when Yugoslavia 
was elected to the Security Council over 
Soviet opposition. The Chinese Civil war, 
directly affecting about one-fifth of the human 
race, was also broughl to U.N., when repre- 
sentatives of China's Nationalist government 
charged the U.S.S.R with having aided the 
Chinese Communist armies. 

The year was also the one in which the At- 
lantic Pact was signed— 
a pact which, its mem- 
bers declared, in debates 
at U.N., was purely de- 
fensive and would 
strengthen collective se- 
curity in conformity with 
the U.N. Charter, while 
its opponents denounced 
the treaty as an aggressive 
military alliance in viola- 
tion of the Charter. 

Hunger, want and social insecurity were 
prevalent in 1949 in most of the inhabited 
areas of the globe, just as they always have 
been. But here again, U.N. itself and the UN 
Specialized Agencies were busily at work, 
planning a world-wide program of technical 
assistance to under-developed areas, adopted 
іп the autumn by the U.N, General Assembly; 
the establishment of an International Clear- 
ing House for such commodities as food; and 
a series of loans from the International Bank 
to aid various nations on long-range projects 
of economic development. 

Thus a review of the major international 
events of the year becomes, almost automati- 
cally, a review of events under the United 
Nations flag, mirroring the extent to which 
the world’s hope for peace and a better life 
are increasingly becoming dependent upon a 
flourishing United Nations.

Bibles Are Being Printed 
At Three Times 1939 Rate

CLEVELAND, O. — (NEA) — 
America is in the midst of a tre- 
mendous Bible boom that now 
sees Bibles coming off the presses 
‚ Wt three times the rate they did 
іп 1939, 

And the climax of the boom is 
the publication of a massive 
handsome volume called the 
‘Bruce Rogers World Bible, selling 
for $150 a copy. Only 976 copies 
were. printed, compared with the 
5,000,000 Bibles or Testaments the 
American Bible-buying public 
bought in 1949. 

The World Bible, designed by 
Bruce Rogers, one of the world's 
gréatest living book designers, is 
published by Cleveland's “Bible 
factory" The World Publisiting 
Сб. makes aboot a foorth of all 
іне Bibles turned out іп this 
country and half of those sold 
commercially. 

In 1947—the last year for which 
the Census Bureau gives complete 
figures—9,248,000 Bibles and tes- 
taments were produced in the 
US. Of these, World accounted 
for 2,435,000. Since 1947, World's 
production has risen about 10 per 
cent a year. 

* World was founded in 1905 as 
a one-room print shop by Alfred 
Cahen, and it’s headed now by 
‚в. D. Zevin, son-in-law of the 
founder. Cahen introduced so 
much machinery and so many 
high-speed production angles into 
his Bible and dictionary publish- 
ing that he became known as “the 
Henry Ford of the book business. 

In today’s sprawling, 280,000- 
square-foot . World factory, the 
Bibles come gliding through the 
maze of machinery in all sizes, 
colors and languages.

Old Festival 


In Saskatchewan 


By DOUGLAS GREEN 

LEBRET, Sask., Dec. 31 (CP)— 
A tradition. almost 200 years old 
will be honored tomorrow night 
in. this tiny village in south 
c— rena Qu'Appelle val- 
ey. 
In the 17th century, French- 
speaking Canadians who came 
west from old Quebec brought 
"Le our de l'An" with them. Its 
ritual will be followed by the 
metis of the Lebret district in 
marking the passing of 1049 and 
the birth of 1950. 

A mixture of French-speaking 
Canadian, Cree Indian and Scot- 
tish blood flows in the veins o 
the metis. The western version 
of "Le Jour de ГАт” reflects 
these racial influences. 

There will be special foods on 
the long table: La Potine, a kind 
of macaroni; Les Bolletes, whose 
English equivalent is meat balls; 
Les Bejgnes Croches, pretzel-like 
doughnuts. 

The elders will have kin-nik- 
nik to smoke, a mixture of cult 
plug tobacco and the second bark 
of the red willow. 

It won't all be feasting. The 
celebrants will take time to re- 
member those no longer with 
them. 

Pierre Desjarlals, at 90, the 
oldest metis о? the Qu'Appelle 
valley, is expected to flank 95- 
year-old Mrs. Zacharie Blondeau 
at the head table. 

Pierre is one of the métic best- 
known for his buffalo hunting | — 
near the site оѓ” е capital city 
of Regina. He loves to talk of 
the old-time  customs—the door 
always open, and a traveller 
never léaving without the buess- 
ing and good wishes of those he 
visited. 

Others expected to attend in- 
clude Mrs, Adolphice Pelletier, 
75-year-old wife of the weather 
prophet of the Qu'Appelle and a 
daughter of Michael Desjarlais 
who fought under Garbiel Du- 
mont in the rebellion of 1885 and 
was killed at the battle of Fish 
Creek. 

After the feasting, the fiddlers 
will take their places on the raised 
chairs and strike up the time- 
honored eight-hand reel, the Red 
River jig — a legacy from the 
Scottish selkirk settler ancestors 
of the Red River region in what 
now is Manitoba — and the old 
time waltz, a wild, shuffling 
schottische.

How The Christian Church 
Had Its Beginning 


By WILLIAM Е. GILROY 

For some months during the 
new year many Sunday Schools 
will be studying the story of the 
founding and growth of the Chris- 
Чап Church, as it is told chiefly 
in the Book of the Acts. It is 
hoped that thís column will be of 
help to teachers and scholars, but 
inasmuch as it seems to be read 
widely by many who are not in 
Sunday Schools, it will deal in 
genéral with the story of the 
spreading of Christianity, without 
reference to particular lessons. 

That story, of early Christian- 
ity, із both amazing and thrilling. 
What could be more amazing than 
that a little group of men and 
women in a small land in the 
midst of ancient empires could 
receive from a leader a mission 
of the conquest of the world? And 
with a spiritual message, the Gos- 
pel, he inspired to go forth with 
faith and courage, believing that 
that mission could be fulfilled? 

Is there not.a deep thrill in the 
vision of Paul, the great Apostle, 
a Jewish citizen of Rome, and 
proud of his free-born citizenship 
in a slave-ridden world, survey- 
ing the vast power that had con- 
qoered all the then. known world 
but declaring, "I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you that are 
at Rome also.. for it is the pow- 
er of God"? Romans 1:16). 

Might against might. Power 
against power. What faith,, and 
vision, and courage was in that 
little Jew as һе set the empire of 
Christ, as yet in his Christian 
dream, over against that vast em- 
pire of Rome with all its power 
over all the world. 

It was in Rome itself that I 


caught something of that thrill, | 
as I stood years ago by the tower- | 
ing ruins of the great colosseum, | 
and observed in its wall the tablet | 
to the memory of the Christian 
martyrs who had fought and been 
thrownWo the lions in the arena. | 
I had been wandering about the 
‘eternal city,’ contrasting Ия many 
churches and their gold and glory, 
with the ruins of the ancient em- 
pire, the fallen forum, the ruined 


temples, which had been the sym- а. 


bols and center of political and 
pagan Rome. 1 thought of that 
inner and deeper faith, both 
Roman and Protestant, greater 
than temples made with hands; 
and I understood something of the 
power of that dream that inspired 
Paul, and of the meaning of those 
word of Jesus to His disciples, as 
the cross loomed over Him and 
them, “Ве of good cheer. I һауе” 
overcome the world." 


Today again the world is im- 
perilled with materialistic might. 
Powerful forces tnreaten to de- 
stroy the Christian heritage and 
the Christian faith. Can we speak 
to this world—as Paul spoke— 
of the power of the Gospel, un- 
ashamedly, fearlessly, strong іп 
the conviction that it is not by 
might, nor-by power, but by the 
spirit of the Lord of Hosts that 
the world's redemption can be 
fulfilled? 

What is more, can we live that 
faith? The world of.today needs 
Christians, perhaps as it never 
needed them before. Christians 
whose sense of God's presence and 
power make even the might of the 
world seem weak.

Great Changes In Farming Life Tell 
Of Progress From Log To Brick House 


In the half century which ends 


this week there {руе probably | 


been more changes іп farming 
methods and the life of farmers 
than іп any cther fifty years since 
man reaped the first apple. But, 
even thought the farmer becomes 
more and more like his city 
dwelling brother, he continues to 
be a man whose life is a constant 
fight with soil, rain and sun. 

In spite of all we read, and see 
in the newsreels, farming has not 
yet become a push-button, jet- 
propelled affair. It may surprise 
а number of people to know all 
farms are not run from a tractor 
seat. В 

Farmers like Percy Hunt, of 
Harvey township, running a 180- 
acre farm and 500 acres of ranch 
land, do not have a tractor, and 
they have a good reason for fail- 
ing to bow to the great god me- 
chanization. The experts at OAC, 
said Mr. Hunt, are saying that 
most farms in Canada are over- 
mechanized. Anyone who has a 
tractor should be able to work it 
100 ten-hour days in á year for it 
to be а sound investment. Mr. 
Hunt has four Clydesdales. 


Farm Іп The Bush 


Mr. Hunt's father bought the 
farm, situated about one and a 
half mile$ north of  Lakehutst 
bordering the south shore of the 
east end of Pigeon Lake, almost 
40 years ago. Some 30 years be- 
fore that, his grandfather had 
owned the farm for a time. 

At first, working the farm with 
his father and two brothers, like 
every other farmer in the district 
he had done mixed farming with 
perhaps the emphasis on grain. 

About 20 years ago, some 15 
years after he had been running 
the farm on his. own after his fath- 
er's death Mr. Hunt switched from 
grain to cattle. At first it was 
dairy cattle but soon it was Short- 
horn beef cattle. His grain fields 
were switched to- producing 
grasses so that he would not have 
to buy his winter feed for the 
cattle. \ 

Since then he has been raising 
accredited herds.and won many 
prizes in fairs. He was among 
the first in the township to make 
the change which most eventually 
made. Just how much progress їз 
there, however, in switching from 
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producing a bushel of wheat to 
a cow? In doing just that, Mr. 
Hunt has made one of the biggest 
forward steps a farmer can make. 
He has discovered what, he be- 
lieves is the best use of his land 
and is putting it to that use. 

The proof of just how well Mr. 
Hunt and the rest of the Harvey 
farmers like him are using their 
land is in the fact that Harvey 
township taxes are collected more 
quickly than in any other town- 
ship in the. county. 


Log House Goes 


But probably the most striking 
evidence of progress on the Hunt 
farm an old neighbor would see, 
would be the fine red-brick house 
which has taken the place of the 
two-storey rock elm log house. 
The log house was comfortable 
enough, bug іп, the brick house 
there is more room; there is a hot 
air furnace; there are hardwood 
floors; there are plenty of win- 
dows to keep the house bright 
even on a dyll day. 

Probably the key to the changes 
seen in the farmers way of life іп 
Harvey township and throughout 
North America is motor transport. 
Markets suddenly became only а 
few hours away instead of a day 
or two, A farmer no longer had 
to depend on the drover to come 
and buy his cattle—at the drov- 
er's convenience and pretty much 
at the price he wanted. 

Helped through the radio by 
knowing market prices, farmers 
became aware of when was the 
best time for them te-sell. When 
they wanted to, they simply load- 
ed their cattle on a truck and 
took them to the nearest loading 
yards. ġ 

Mr. Hunt no longer had to drive 
the Gannon's Narrows bridge to 
deliver them to the drover. Thir- 
ty-five years ago, Mr. Hunt re- 
members, he drove cattle some- 
times across Pigeon Creek by way 
of the floating bridge which has 
long since gone out of existence. 


New Methods 


Mr. Hunt was quick to realize 
the possibilities of cutting out one 
of the middle man and selling di- 
гесіу to Toronto. He was the 
first in the township to ship live 
poultry to Toronto. This was à

his cattle at a dawdling walk over, 


thing undreamed of 30 years ago 
when contact with the outside 
world was a horse-drawn stage- 
coach. Up until just 10 years ago 
horses were still used in winter 
when cars could not buck through 
unplowed roads. Júst this winter 
Mr. Hunt at last has the plow 
come às far as his gate. 

The arrival of the freezer lock- 
er has meant a big change in the 
Hunt's and thelr neighbor's way 
of living, especially in winter. No 
longer do they live on pickled 
meat for the winter months. Now 
once a week at least, meat is 
brought $ó them from their locker 
in Lakefield. фо far the locker 
has been used only for meat. 

Some things are not changed. 
Just as she always has since she 
was married, Mrs. Hunt buys al- 
most all her groceries from the 
Lakehurst general store. She 
doesn't do up as many preserves 
and pickles now only because her 
two sons no longer are at home. 

The older son Gordon is to 
graduate from OAC next spring 
after having served four years in 
the navy. The younger son, Ed- 
gar, or Ted as he is nicknamed, 
graduated from OAC last spring 
and is now employed with the 
provincial department of agricul- 
ture. Their two daughters, Grace 
and Fay are also away from home, 
Grace is married in Peterborough, 
Fay is working in Kingston. 


City At Their Door 


Year by year as the county 
roads and highways are improved, 
the Hunts and their neighbors 
find it easier’to drive into Peter- 
borough. Although the Hunts do 
not own а car, they rent one 
from a friend and go into Peter- 
borough about once every two 
Weeks in the summer. In win- 
ter, trips are made mostly on spe- 
cial occasions, such as Christmas. 
Mrs. Hunt picks Monday for her 
usual shopping days. There's 
too much competition on Satur- 
day. 

The trips are always made by 
way. of Buckhorn. The floating 
bridge at Gannon’s Narrows con- 
tinues to be a barrier in the short- 
est route to the city. But the 
Hunts do not mind their compar- 
ative isolation too much. “We 
aren't in Peterborough when we 
should be working the farm," Mr. 
Hunt said with a smile. - 

But the isolation is ending. The 
radio is an important factor in 
breaking the isolation. For years 
before the radio, they depended 
on the 27-phone party line and a 
weekly newspaper for news. Har- 
vey has its own telephone sys- 
tem.

brought into his house and barn. 3 
Just two years ago, Mrs. Hunt re- 


ceived a new electric stove which 
also had a wood burning section 
to it to help heat the kitchen. 

But the Hunts aren't quite out 
of the woods yet, much to their 
satisfaction. Occasionally they 
still see a deer running across one 
of the fields. Sometimes they 
catch sight of a wolf, and just a 
few years ago, Mrs. Hunt saw a 
bear. In 1930 Mr. Hunt was deer 
hunting about 20 miles north of 
his farm and shot a a bull moose 
which dressed to 860 pounds. The 
head was mounted and now dom- 
inates the living room. 

A special feature of the Hunt

Тһе” administration of law in 
Peterborough has been principal- 
ly in the hands of only seven men 
in the past half century. 

Three judges have interpreted 
the law in the thousands of crim- 
inal and civil cases coming before 
the county court. Ап address 
prepared by F. D. Kerr, KC, seni- 
or Peterborough barrister, sup-| 
plies much of the history of our 
local judges. At the turn of the 
century Judge Charles Alexander 
Weller occupied the position Be- 
fore he was appointed judge in 
1886, he had been a prominent 
lawyer in.the city many years.

Fewer Jury Cases 

One of the most striking changes 
practising lawyers have seen take 
place in the county court has 
been the quiet decline in the use 
of juries in both criminal and 
civil cases. More and more, judges 
have been саПей upon to hear 
trials without juries. Earlier jury 
work was a very important part 
of administering law. 

А great change has taken place, 
too, in the type of cases coming 
before the court. The advent of 
cars hag been one of the largest 
factors in. this change in both 
criminal and civil cases. 

Some years ago most court 
cases were Concerned with work- 
ers compensation for injuries 
suffered while working: Now 
that there is government compen- 
sation, little is seen of these cases 
any longer in court. However, 
criminal and civil cases involving 
car accidents have more than 
made up for'that decrease. 

An inbreasing number ‘of di- 
vorces has jumped tne work of 
supreme court sittings.

He feels that this is a change 
for the better because it means 
the taxpayer is taking а greater 
interest in the workings of his 
government. And it constitutes an 
essential part of democratic edu- 
cation. 


Better "Chance for Youth 


Mr. Fraser is another who 
thinks that the child of today has 
a greater chance for a so-called 
"abundant life." This does not , 
mean that the child is necessar- 
ily happier, he cautions. 

“A baby born today has a bet- 
ter chance owing to advances in 
medicine, science and social ser- 
vices. And social ‘services include 
the family allowance.” 

Children of two generations ago 
were, just as happy, he is quite 
sure, although there was no radio 
and no cinema.

Spark Lead to Bridge 


A spark from a grinding mach- 
iné in the feed mill of the Quak- 
er Oats plant on Dec. 11, 1916, 
changed entirely the appearance 
and topography of the old crossing 
of the river at Hunter St. And the 
chain of improvements along the 
Ashburnham shore is not yet end.

That was the darkest day in the 
history of Peterborough during 
the first fifty years of this cen- 
tury.

Would Peterborough consider 
erecting an overhead bridge? 
That was one of the questions the 
company raised. And so the coun- 
cil of that day, after the victory 
over Germany of the Kaiser, set 
about the big job of building for 
the future. 

Inflationary Period 

“It appears to be a coincident 
that Peterborough began its two 
biggest. undertakings in construc. 
tion during the inflationary per- 
lods after the two wars,” Mr. Mc- 
Intyre said. "At first we thought 
we could get a contract price, The 
council had never had any ex- 
perience with the cost-plus me- 
thod. I can recall three tenders: 
one from Leonard Construction 
Company for $300,000; another 
from a Hamilton, firm for $310,- 
000; and another from Ed Conroy 
of Peterborough for $251,000. 

“The council had first to decide 
upon the type of bridge. That was 
done before we called for bids, of 
course. ere was an all steel 
bridge, а ¢ombination of steel and 
concrete [апа the third type was 
all concerte. * 

“I was in favor-of concrete. I 
believed it would last the city а 
long time, and with no cost of up- 
keep such as painting and. other 
repairs that might be expected.” 

When the tenders were before 
the council, Mr. McIntyre sup- 
ported the bid of Mr. Conroy. He 
was a Peterborough man who had 
built the Park Hill Road bridge 
across the river, а concrete job, 
for $40,000. 

Discussions took place towards 
the end of the war and immediate- 
ly following it. Costs began to 
spiral. Members of the council 
gradually became dubious about 
the ultimate expenditure in the 
circumstances of rising wages and 
costs of material, ! 

Eventually, the contract was let 
о the Russell-Townsend Com- 
pany of Toronto on the basis of 
$300,000 plus approximately $30,. 
000 as the fixed fee of the con- 
tractor. The late George H. Dun- 
can was Mayor when the contract 
was awarded in 1919. Mr. McIn- 
tyre's recollection wás that the 
decision of the council was made 
on à division of 6 to 5, with the 
Mayor voting. 

Half а Million Dollars 

“I didn't like the prospects of 
the cost-plus method, and I voted 
with the minority," Mr. McIntyre 
said. "The work was begun that 
year, and I was elected Mayor in 
1920 and 1921. The ratepayers had 
voted $300,000 in the first place. 
but the contractors had to come 
back to the council first for an 
additional $100,000 and later for 
$130,000. We also got a grant of 
$50,000 {гот the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and finally we had to 
рау fer the completion of the ap- 
proaches.

New Methods

Mr. Moore believ- 
ed in placjng the milk cans in 
cold water as a means of cooling 
it. That was the right way, but it 
was only slowly accepted.

Aeration absorbed bacteria from 
the air that was inimical to lactic 
acid. That was its flaw. The cool- 
ing process tended to check bac- 
terial activity at that stage. 


Milk Pediars 


At the Берик of the cen- 
tury milk was peddled in the raw 
state from door to door. It was 
sold by dairy farmers adjacent to 
the city, such names as Hether- 
ington, Albert Hunter, Fontaine, 
Cox and others. It was untreated 
milk, dipped out of cans that were 
carried about in delivery wagons. 

"Older citizens will remember 
that Peter Downham built in 1906 
the creamery on Aylmer St., now 
much enlarged and owned by Sil.

Mr. Gillespie explained “We 
never felt it was necessary to pas. 
teurize milk for cheese, because 
in making cheese the milk is 
held at a temperature of 100 de~ 
grees for two hours.” 

But, skim milk and whey, end 
products of the cheese industry, 
were drawn back to the farms 
and fed to the hogs. | 

Inspection of the carcasses of 
hogs disclosed “that so mary of 
them were going down with TB 
(to the feftilizer and refuse tanks) 
that it was found necessary to 
insist on the pasteurization of 
skim milk and whey from the fac- 
tories.” 

Just to repeat one aspect of the 
chronology of pasteurization of 
whole milk. In 1910 it was made 
compulsory in Toronto. In 1914 
not one case of bovine tubercu- 
losis was found among the chil- 
dren of Toronto. By that time the 
Gillespie campaign for pasteuriza- 
tion. had been four years under 
way in Peterborough. 


Campaign Completed 


Friends of G. A. Gillespie will 
probably agree that they never 
heard him brag about anything 
he had done. Modesty 1s one of his 
appealing attributes. 

But, listen to him "I pride my- 
self in the knowledge that many 
children were raised in Peterbor- 
ough on pasteurized milk in those 
early days of pasteurization In 
this country. In that campaign Y 
had the co-operation of the On- 
tario Department of Health, men 
like Dr. Bell who was its chief 
medical officer Dr. Berry who for 
years has held that position, Dr. 
Bates." 


Ontario Legislature in 1914. 
was actively interested in 
Department of Agriculture 
the Department of Health. 
“Those doctors I have mention- 
ed, and also Dr. Tisdall, used to 
meet in our group discussions 
about raising the standard of 
milk.

Butter-fat Bill 


In 1916 the provincial govern- 
ment put through a bill requiring 
milk to be paid for on the basis 
of butter fat content, obviously 
an advantage for the dairy farm- 
er who was producing richer 
milk, 

Back in 1904 tests were begun 
what we used to call cow testing, 
{о determine which cows of a herd 
were low in butter fat and which 
were high. With that knowledge 
in his hand, it was up to the far- 
mer to decide whether he was go- 
ing to keep on feeding the low 
testers.” 

Mr. Gillespie's memories о! 
the cheese industry is too long a 
chapter for this account. Those 
were the days when 36 factories 
of the Peterboróugh district used 
to sell their product on the local 
cheese board whose sales were 
held on the second floor of the 
Bank of Montreal. In 1904 Can- 
ada exported to Britain 154,000,- 
000 pounds of cheese.

small rooms of many present-day 
cottages. Remember this when 
you plan your neW home...and 
when you purchase furniture for 
it. 

There is much furniture being 
built which is in proper scale for 
small and medium-sized: rooms. 
Small-scale fgrniture performs all 
the functions of the Jarger sizes 
and in no way adversely affects 
the utilization of a room. For 
many years period furniture sizes 
һауе been more or less arbitrarily 
based on earlier models built to 
be used in houses twice the size 
of the average new home. Sizes 
were often inherited rather than 
calculated from modern use. 

Small-scale pieces will be par- 
ticularly helpful in the living and 
dining rooms. Little can be done 
about the fixed sizes of beds 
either double or single. Uphol- 
stered pieces of moderate size 
are no less comfotable, but usu- 
ally less expensive. Chesterfields 
are gradually being reduced in 


size. Early ones were often built 
to accommodate four persons, but 
few living rooms in today's small 
house can handle a chesterfield 
longer than 72. inches. From 
а use standpoint larger chester- 
fields are not necessary. Осса- 
sional tables have been growing 
smaller and lower with the last 
few years. For modern living an 
ос ^\віопаі or  non-dining 
with any dimension greater than 
36 inches seems unnecessary. 
Reduced Dining Rooms 


When a new home planner goes 
into a space-saving program the 
dining room is frequently reduced 
in.size because many people con- 
sider a large dining area a luxury. 
Тһе ‘rub’ comes when moving day 
arrives and an attempt is made to 
place the old, large size ‘buffet’ 
in the reduced dining room. Most 
families need the dish storage 
space available in a 'side board' 
and there is stil] a way to provide 
it without taking the six or seven 
feet in length needed for a long, 
low piece. А dish storage piece 
which is small in floor size, but 
tall, will store just as many dishes 
as the usual, long, low piece...

Sweating Pipes 

"Sweating" pipes and fixtures 
in summertime are not a sign of 
faulty plumbing. Due to conden- 
sation of water vapor in the air,

pipes and fixtures containing cold 
water. 

Normally, when not in use, the 
water and fixtures will warm 
rapidly to room temperature and 
the condensation will stop. When 
a closet tank or other fixture 
continues to “sweat” for hours 
after it has been used, it is a sign 
that cold water is continuing to 
flow through it, possibly due to 
wrong adjustment or a leaking 
valve. A careful check will show 
where the trouble lies. D 

Stains or moisture at thé base 
of the closet bowl indicate that 
the joint between the close and its 
outlet has failed and should be 
reset immediately to prevent rot- 
ting of the floor structure, dam- 
age to the plaster of the ceiling 
below, and possible leakage of 
sewer gas into the home.

New Century Broke In Peterborough With Midnight Mass 
In St. Peter's Cathedral, Elections On New Year's Day 


Old newspaper files always 
provide a most interesting source 
of informajion when а person 
wants to find out what was hap- 
pening on a certain - occasion. 
What happened in Peterborough 
on that remarkable occasion, the 
turn of the century? at hap- 
pened іп the first уеек оѓ 1900, 
exactly.50 years ago? The events 
are recorded in the old files of 
the Examiner and the Review 
which was іп later years taken 
over by the Examiner. 

January 1 came in on Monday, 
and as usual, it was election day 
both for the town of Peterborough 
and the village о! Ashburham. 
James Kendrey and J. B. Mc- 
Williams were contesting the 
mayoralty. The Examiner was 
supporting the Liberal Ald. Mc- 
Wiliams and the Review the Con- 
servative M. P. for Peterborough 
West, Mr. Kendrey. Mr, Kendrey 
carried all four wards and had a 
majority of 216. The vote was 
Mr. Kendrey 976, Mr, McWilliams 
760 with 1,736 ratepayers going 
to the polls. 

In the election for alderman 10 
contested the, nine seats. Adam 
Dawson headed every poll polling 
1,088 votes. Others elected were 
Т H. G. Denne 958, С. M. Roger 
813, John Corkery 802; J. B. Oke 
782, John Sawers 753, C. B. 
Robertson 726, Robert Weir 725 
and’ Robert Clinkscale 721. Тһе 
defeated candidate was William 
Langford, Sr. 

Election night was one of cele- 
bration and great speech making 
and several columns are taken up 
with the addresses of the various 
winners.

School Changes 
То Take Years 
Porter Dedares 


TORONTO, Dec. 31 — (CP) — 
Curriculum changes in Ontario 
| schools will be spread over a 
period of years to avoid abrupt 
| changes in the present organiza- 
tion of courses, Education Minis- 
| ter Porter said Friday. Mr. Pore 
| ter explained to the Christmas 
meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors of the 24,400-member Оп- | 
tario Teachers’ Federation some 
features of .his decently-an- 
nounced revisions. 

It wi"! take some time to adjust 
teacher-training courses to the 
proposed changes, Mr. Porter 
said, and to allow present teachers 
{о reorganize their instruction 
within the new pattern. He added 
thet certain schools have been 
experiementing with the changes 
and these experiments will be 
continuéd and extended to other 
schools. 

New secondary and senior ele- 
mentary school buildings com- 
pleted and in the process of con- 
struction include facilities for 
teaching the proposed curriculum, 
the minister said. 

Mr, Porter told the teachers he 
was surprised to find education 
was front-page news the morning 
after he announced the changes, 
“This reaction was a good thing,” 
he said. “Education has been far 
too long a subject for small 
| groups. The wide public interest 
in the new changes has been very 
gratifying." 

Went Ahead 


Since the changes were an- 
nounced, he continued, the De- 
partment of Education has re- 
ceived resolutions from school 
boards pointing out that the Royal 
Commission on Education reports, 
"That was a factor," the minister 
said, "but we decided to let the 
chips fall where they may.” 

Reviewing the four levels 
which will operate under the new 
system—primary, junior, inter- 
mediate and senior—the minister 
revealed that the program in 
Grades 7 and 8 will continue and 
extend the general education of 
the two preceding divisions, but 
to this will be added a range of 
activity courses in science, art, 
music and  haridicrafts, “о 
awaken and stimulate latent in- 
terests.and aptitudes.” 

In Grades 9 and 10, this group 
of subjects will be made optional, 
зо that a pupil who intends to 
proceed further in forral educa- 
tion may explore these subject 
fields before selecting his special- 
ized course in Grade 11. 

To meet the needs of pupils 
who have decided to enter in- 
dustry or business at the age of 
16, Mr. Porter said, schools will 
be authorized to set üp special 
courses adapted to their needs.

Frequent formal dances were 
held in the Foresters’ and the 
Oddfellows’ halls, neither of 
which are used now. The Echo 
Boys’ Club had rooms on George 
St. and the members gave nice 
dances, as did the Belmont Young 
Men’s Club. Admittance was 
gained by invitation only to the 
Knights of Columbus dances 
when Dr. Е. P. McNulty, Jas. 
Lynch and Harry Phelan were 
the head men. A big annual 
event. in the city was the Pill 
Pounders’ Ball and the bankers 
gave a party each year. А swank 
event in the late fall season was 
the Rugby Dance. 

Old Conservatory Of Music 


A blow to lovers of the arts 
was the closing 04 the Conserva- 
lory of Music, formerly at the 
corner of Rubidge and Hunter 
Sts., whcih was forced in 1931 
owing to the depression, At the 
formal opening in 1905 it showed 
great promise. The founders, Mr. 
and Mrs. Rupert Gliddon, were 
moving spirits in the musical life 
of Peterborough from the time he 
came to take charge of the choir 
at St. John's Church and the 
Regimental Band. 

Among those who were on thé 
Conservatory staff at various 
times were Miss Bessie Elcome, 
pianist, Miss Julie Choate, violin- 
ist, Dorothy Allan Park, vocalist, 
Harry Field, well-known pianist, 
Harry Adaskin, of Toronto, Miss 
Amy Bennett, art teacher, E. W. 
Gibbs, clarinet and sax. Miss Ivy 
Coventry, who was many years 
physical director at the YWCA 
gave similar instruction at the 
Conservatory. The high . class 
program at the opening featured 
Miss Alice Roger, pianist; and 
Herr Auguste Wilhelmj, the first 
vocal teachér. 

Languages and almost anything 
desired Were taught at this jin- 
stitution. Miss Hazel Dean in- 
structed small children in the 
kindergarten in the rudiments of 
music, A children's orchestra, 
which was quite unusual, wax 
formed, and Agnes Logan became 
their pianist. 

Twilight musicales in the Соп- 
servatory Hall on Saturday 
afternoons, commencing at four 
O'clock, were specially pleasing 
events, and grand concerts and 
plays were given in this hall.

Strikes Reduce 
U.S. Coal | 
Production 29” | 


PITTSBURGH Dec. 31 (AP)— 
Strikes and other ailments hand- 
ed thé harassed coal industry in 
the United States some sharp raps 
in 1949. > 

The country's mines produced 
an estimated 430,000,000 tons of 
soft coal—29 per cent less than 
last year. 

Production during 1948 was 
599.518,229 tons. in 1947, the 
bituminous (soft coal) diggers 
mined a whopping 630,623,722 
tons to set an alirtime record. 

The anthracite (hard coal) in- 
dustry also had aches and pains 
The 80,000 hard coal miners, 
centred in eastern Pennsylvania, 
produced less coal іп 1949 than 
in any year since 1902. Their 
product is used chiefly in homes. 

The Pennsylvania department 
of mines estimated 1949 produc- 
tion of anthracite at about 45, 
000,000 tons. It was the worst 
year since 19028 output of 41,- 
000,000 tons. Strikes, warm 
weather, high prices and poor de- 
mand were blamed. 

3 Big Stoppages ў = 

The coal industry жіне кб 
major work stoppage during the 
last rear. They cost the United 
States about 160,000,000 tons of 
soft coal. Miners lost more than 
17,000,000 man days of work and 
more than $300,000,000 in wages— 
assuming that without strikes 
they would have been kept fully 
at work. It is not certain they 
would, since coal stocks were high 
this summer, and eonsumption 
was down. 

Other fuels continued to edge 
into a field once dominkted by 
coal without challenge. Gas and 
oll made new. inroads. Operators 
contended President John L 
Lewis of the United Mine Work- 
ers was largely responsible by 
pricing coal out of some markets. 
and making supply uncertain 
Railroads, utilities and other in- 
dustries continued the trend to- 
ward gas and oil and away from 
coal. 

The three 1949 strikes, all part 
of Lewis’ contract manoevring 
developed into a test of strength 
between the labor leader and coal 
mine owners.

Serious Inflation In 1950 
Unlikely US Experts Predict 


By STERLING F. GREEN 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
The fifth full year of peace, 1950, 
may pour a record high income 
into the pockets of Americans. 

A spurt of price rises may 
siphon some of the income-dol- 
lars right out again. But most of 
Washington's official economists 
discount the danger of serious in- 
flation next year, despite Federal 
deficit spending and .the steel 
price boost. = 

A year-end survey finds un- 
usual agreement among the offi- 
сіз! experts—mostly on a not-for- 
quotation basis—on a.- forecast 
something like this for the United 
States: 

Personal income at a possible 
peak exceeding the $212,000,000,- 
000 of booming 1948. Jobs and 
production about as good as 1949, 
perhaps better. Building activity 
high. Credit fairly easy. 

In the year now ending the 
economy showed itself tough and 
resilient, It rebounded, first, from 
strikes which paralyzed the basic 
steel and coal industries. 
12-Month Course 

Entering 1950 on the upgrade, 
business may run а 12-month 
course like this across the econ- 
omists’ charts, in the opinion of 
some top-ranking officials: 

First six months: a hump of 
strong demand and output, with 
a liberal dosage of federal dollars 
supplying part of the push. Em- 
ployment will lag at first, then 
join the upcurve. 

Second six months: А geftle 
down-slope. Not a roller-coaster 
dip, but a “disinflation” for some 
industries which haven't had their 
full post-war adjustment. 

The Bureau о! Agricultural 
Economics, solé agency to make 
its forecast publie, sees in 1950 a 


"slight reduction" іп economie 
activity and.a "relatively slow" 
price decline. But, in general, a 
good year. 


Political Omens Fair 


Though 1950 is n political year 
the political omens should not 
read too badly to the business 
man, who dislikes controls, high- 
er taxes and deficit spending. 

Congress has proved its dislike 
for drastic economic controls and 
it is reported that President Tru- 
тап will not seek them. Тһе 
budget, now splashed with red 
ink, will run at а smaller deficit 
after July 1, by all indications.
